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PREFACE

capture the essence of a family and a firm that has been at the forefront of American and international 
coin collecting circles for over seven decades. There is little your cataloguer can add beyond a heartfelt 
thank you to Harvey, Larry, and Susan Stack for their friendship over many years and for their unflag- 
ging support of the numismatic printed word. 

The catalogue in your hands is better than it otherwise would have been due to the input of any 
number of people. Heading the list is Harvey Stack, who was of invaluable assistance in its prepara- 
tion. The Colonel Green collection records were organized by Harvey and were accompanied by many 
valuable observations and notes. Harvey and Susan Stack also sorted through old Stack’s photographs 
and sent a fine selection, many of which are depicted in the present catalogue. 

David Fanning and Joel Orosz read through the catalogue. Both made helpful corrections and 
suggestions, as did Scott Rubin. Bill Anton’s wonderful reminiscences cover a half century of Ameri- 
can numismatic history.

The Business and Family As I have Known It for the Past 60 Years 


William T. Anton, Jr. 


My experience with the firm and with the Stack family members has been 
one of the highlights of my own numismatic career, spanning over six decades 


I thank my father for a great many things, one of them being my 
introduction to numismatics at a very young age and then, as a teenager in 
the late 1940s, my introduction to Stack’s. My experience with the firm and 
with the Stack family members has been one of the highlights of my own 
numismatic career, spanning over six decades. As we now look back at the 
wonderful numismatic legacy of the Stack family, I share with you some of 
my own fond memories. 

By the early 1950s, I was quite actively buying and selling coins, and 
especially currency, and I did a lot of that buying at Stack’s new offices at 123 West 57th Street in 
New York City. I particularly remember one occasion at Stack’s, well before I had turned 20 years 
old. Joseph B. Stack, Norman and Ben’s father, and co-founder of the firm with Morton, greeted me 
by asking “What can I do for you Billy?” In the early 1950s at Stack’s, there were wooden cabinets 
of unattributed tokens, colonial coins, and many other numismatic items located on the right wall 
where the metal cabinets with multiple drawers presently are. After showing me several colonial 
coppers and some Washingtonia, J. B., as I knew him, said “come on back here and browse for 
yourself.” I was like a kid in a candy store. I picked out an unattributed New Jersey copper, a 73aa 
struck over a Connecticut copper for $75. Today it would slab MS-64. 

The following week my father and I attended the New York Metropolitan Coin Club dinner, 
where attendees would display one of their most prestigious items. I talked about the coin I bought 
from Stack’s and how I had been allowed to be behind the display cases to look through the wooden 
drawers. I remember how impressed Ted Craige, a very serious collector, and Dick Picker, a colonial 
specialist dealer, were with the story and the coin. I still own it today, and the memory of the 
experience is still intensely personal and meaningful to me. 

I recall another occasion being at Stack’s, this time with Herb Oechsner, after we had finished 
lunch and viewed coins at New Netherlands Coin Co. Herb and I were engaged in conversation with 
J. B. and Morton when a well-dressed gentleman walked through the door. I remember it as if it were 
yesterday — it was 2:30 p.m. The unknown gentleman wanted to sell his collection of Connecticut 
coppers to Stack’s. Morton Stack was interested and looked at the collection, but the two just could 
not consummate a deal. Herb Oechsner knew Morton well enough to ask: “would you mind if I 
take a look?” As it turned out, Herb bought the collection from that unknown gentleman who had 
walked in out of the blue and whose name, I found out, was Mathews. 

I never enjoyed myself more than on that afternoon spent at Stack’s with J. B., Morton, and 
Herb, looking at the approximately 200 Connecticut coppers that Oechsner had purchased. Years 
later, I saw these Connecticuts again, along with purchases Oechsner had mostly made from New 
Netherlands, in the Stack’s public auction held on September 8-9, 1988. As was usual at the time,

Norman Stack sat by the podium and ran the book. | attended the sale with my son, William T. 
Anton, III, who made many purchases. Carl Carlson, former curator of Johns Hopkins University, 
was the primary cataloguer of the Oechsner collection. 

My memory of Norman Stack was very profound. He was an extremely knowledgeable 
numismatist in nearly every field, especially gold. Norman purchased many foreign gold coins from 
me, which was an area where I bought with room for profit. We would conduct business in the back 
of the store where Norman’s office was located. He was almost always cataloguing gold coins for 
auction, all by hand. There were no computers at that time. I would sit in front of him, and behind 
me was the prestigious numismatic library being offered here. Many books were one-of-a-kind or 
were limited editions in special bindings. 

When Norman Stack spoke it was final. He commanded respect, justly so. Norman Stack could 
settle a dispute in a manner like no one I know. He was a very fair man and a person not to be taken 
advantage of. Those who dared try were not welcome at the front door of Stack’s. Norman was 
always manicured and well-dressed. To see Norman Stack in public transportation was rare, as he 
was usually driven by limousine. 

In the late 1960s I formed Harmer Rooke Numismatics Ltd. I was executive vice president and 
put together a first in numismatics—a million dollar public auction—held in November of 1969. I 
was honored when Norman Stack came to the last session and purchased a lovely 1792 Birch Cent. 
At that time, in the 1960s, Stack’s always held their public auctions in the Manhattan Skyline Suite at 
the Park Sheraton Hotel. I also held all sessions of the 1969 Million Dollar Sale at the same location. 
Norman Stack complimented me after the last session of the auction. For me, it was a true honor. 


At Harmer Rooke, I hired Don Taxay and Walter Breen, both 
of whom were brilliant numismatists with unique personalities 


In forming Harmer Rooke Numismatics Ltd. and conducting auctions, I quickly grew to respect 
Stack’s even more, as I discovered how challenging it is to run an auction firm with top numismatists, 
as Stack’s always had. At Harmer Rooke, I hired Don Taxay and Walter Breen, both of whom were 
brilliant numismatists with unique personalities. To guide their work and keep these two individuals 
in line was no small task. Interestingly, Walter Breen is one of the very first persons credited with 
conceiving the U. S. Zip Code system for mailing letters. He got the idea while cataloguing the Virgil 
Brand Civil War and store card collection consigned by Jack and Goldie Friedberg. That period in the 
late 1960s and the 1970s was in many ways a golden era of numismatics, with many of our greatest 
numismatic names, such as the Stack’s family and Walter Breen, doing some of their best work. 

Ben Stack was a public relations man at Stack’s. He always had an interesting story to tell and 
was a peacemaker of sorts, building relationships with many great collectors. Ben was the Stack 
family member you saw when you first walked in the front door at 123 West 57th Street. He was 
always calm and cool, and was a dedicated member of the Stack’s numismatic family. 

When it came to bookkeeping, financial matters and record keeping, there was no one better 
than Susan Stack. She ran the accounting department which was located on the second floor in the 
Coin Galleries location. How she accomplished so much in those tight quarters with so many of 
her staff working there is remarkable. Susan’s ability to remember ever so small financial details is 
truly a credit to her. One could go back to transactions from many years earlier, and Susan could 
remember dates and dollar amounts to the penny. She was unimprovable and was an unequaled 
part of the success of Stack’s. It was always a pleasure to deal with Susan.

Harvey Stack is the consummate gentleman. He reminds me of my father. Always dressed in a 
full suit, shirt and tie, Harvey is never at a loss for conversation, and is just a pleasant human being. 
He commands respect just by his presence. I could never repay Harvey for what he has done for 
me and my family. Harvey is very well known outside of numismatics. His name would come up 
among those discussing stocks and securities, in Manhattan restaurants and those as far away as 
Long Beach, California. Harvey Stack is Stack’s as we knew and remembered it — the backbone 
of the business, the backbone of the family, and the financial strength that staff members looked 
to. Harvey was the benefactor at the firm’s annual holiday party in December, handing out bonus 
checks to his employees. His generosity was appreciated by all. 

The numismatic public may not be aware of the lavish holiday party that Stack’s would host 
every December. In the early days, the 123 West 57th Street doors would close at 12:15 p.m. for the 
event, and endless trays of all kinds of sandwiches and dressings would be offered. For the last ten 
years or so, the holiday party was held at Patsy’s Restaurant on 56th Street, on the same second floor 
where Frank Sinatra would visit when he was in New York City. Words cannot explain or describe 
what was offered — 50 cold dishes, 50 hot dishes, and 50 desserts on a scale only King Farouk would 
enjoy and expect. All the Stack’s family members and employees would attend this five hour gala. | 
am honored to say I was the only non-family member or employee invited to share this monumental 
event. Harvey was a great host, going from table to table to make sure that everyone was enjoying the 
festivities. 

One would be honored at a coin convention, in the Stack’s office, or just in between sessions at 
one of their auctions, if Harvey would spend a few minutes to converse with you. Harvey Stack has 
the status and credentials to speak to local, state and national officials on all matters relating to the 
advancement of our hobby and he has done so with great success. Many thanks Harvey, from the 
bottom of my heart, for our relationship over many decades, both in and out of numismatics. 

Some of you will remember, from years ago, the two great sales of upstate New York collector 
Ellis Robison. Harvey Stack and I were the ones who sold the colonial coins in those sales to Mr. 
Robison. Although we worked independently, Harvey and I would discuss the discriminating Ellis 
Robison when I would visit the 123 West 57th Street store. I sold Robison two great New Jersey 
copper collections purchased from Dr. Harold Morrison Smith, and Harvey Stack offered these 
coppers in the Robison public sale. 

I am delighted to call Larry Stack my friend, although I am somewhat older than he is. It made 
no difference when we spoke and did so many business deals together, starting from when he first 
became part of the firm. At or around the same time, Ben Stack’s son also entered the business. While 
coins were not to be a career for Ben’s son, Larry jumped right in with great skill and enthusiasm. 
Called the “Crown Prince” by the late John Ford, Larry has represented his family legacy well. He 
learned the business from A-to-Z, and formed personal multi-million dollar collections of paper 
money, colonial coins, English hammered coins, silver and gold ancient coins, and antiquities. Many 
do not know that Larry Stack is one of the world’s great experts on ancient coins. 
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Larry has a keen eye for quality and rarity, and both are reflected by the many items in his various 
collections formed over the years. In addition, Larry is a world traveler and has personally visited 
many destinations numismatically important in different eras. He has a distinctive way of conducting 
business, a style all his own that has been very effective and has allowed him to contribute greatly to 
the family legacy. In or out of the office, he has a certain presence and commands respect. 

When Carl Carlson was cataloguing and working at Stack’s, I sold hundreds upon hundreds of 
American Mint medals to Stack’s, and it was pleasurable to deal with Larry in these transactions. 
For years, Stack’s printed and mailed to their numismatic clientele illustrated colorful brochures 
offering many items purchased from me. Larry is extremely knowledgeable. I do not know which is 
a greater asset, his knowledge of numismatics or all of the people in Europe and the rest of the world 
who know and respect him. Stack’s could never have been a super success without him coming on 
board. Hours meant nothing to Larry. He worked very hard and made everyone accomplish and 
achieve their highest potential.

There has never been another American coin company like Stack’s. Nearly eighty years ago 
the Stack family had the genius to create a firm that would offer the highest degree of numismatic 
professionalism in a relaxed and friendly club-like atmosphere, in effect, combining the best of both 
new world energy and old world class. The formula was then new and it clearly stood the test of 
time. The catalogue in the reader’s hand is a testament to the firm’s success, for its contents nearly 
better than any other evidence may be taken as proof of the firm’s commitments to both numis- 
matic scholarship and business acumen. 

Under the management of the Stack family Stack’s was first and foremost a family business. For 
the firm’s clients, that meant a collector might start buying coins under Morton Stack’s guidance, 
grow his collection to maturity with Harvey and Norman Stack’s assistance, and he or his heirs 
might sell the collection with Harvey and Larry Stack’s help. One family working with another over 
generations, no other coin company in America ever offered that sort of trust and continuity to its 
clientele. For Stack’s key employees, it meant earned mutual trust and a commitment that amounted 
to a membership in the Stack family at large. ’'ve known Harvey and Larry keep an employee on 
long after his or her usefulness to the firm had been exhausted simply because he or she had become 
part of the extended family. For their part, employees worked long hours when needed or at home 
if necessary and produced the best auction cataloguing in the business. All of us were in the same 
boat, as it were, and as the fortunes of the family prospered so too did those of the men and women 
who worked for it. 

I joined Stack’s rather late in the game, in 1992, so I never had the chance to work under Ben 
Stack and never met the famous Rose who seems to have terrified everyone (except Larry, no one 
ever frightened Larry), but I was there when the firm began modernizing in a way and I may have 
been helpful with some of it. At the time, Stack’s was a charming, if sometimes awkward, mixture 
of the old and the new. We still wrote auction descriptions by hand on white envelopes the way they 
did at New Netherlands after the war (green envelopes were used for Coin Galleries’ lots). Some of 
the descriptions were transcribed onto paper by typewriter but most were keyed into one of two 
MS-DOS computers running XyWrite III+, a software program that was already outdated and one 
that only Martin Gengerke of the firm loved. I was the first staff member, employee or consultant, 
to be given a laptop on which to catalogue but I was instructed to bring Martin along to the store 
to make sure I bought the right kind. The offices downstairs at 123 West 57th Street were nicely 
paneled and the display cases on both floors (Coin Galleries was located on the floor above) were 
quality pieces probably irreplaceable, today. The walls were hung with numismatic memorabilia and 
ephemera, some quite valuable, and there were random busts and bits of statuary scattered about. 
There was a remarkably ugly bust of General Sherman that I always hated, it made him look like he 
had been blasted by the fires of Hell. One could close one’s eyes and imagine one’s self back in the 
middle 1950s when all around was brand new and fresh. The store must have been a knockout at 
the time and it was still something to be seen. Business over the years had been good, the quarters 
were cramped and elbow room was precious. When I first arrived I was seated by a privacy door 
at the end of a narrow pathway between a chair and the wall. People came and went opening the 
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door and bumping into my chair, the guards would shout over the top whenever announcing a 
visitor, phones rang constantly, one had to act as beadle for anyone without a key to the little door. 
Dave Alexander had sat there before me and Carl Carlson would have it afterwards. But it was that 
sort of shop, every seat seemed to have once belonged to a name one immediately recognized as an 
important person in coins. After a short time in what was then thought to be really the worst seat in 
the house Alexander was moved upstairs to the comparative peace and quiet of Coin Galleries and 
I was moved to where he had sat, just to the left and in front of Larry’s desk and outside the door to 
Harvey’s office. After I was moved upstairs, too, it’s where Vicken Yegparian sat until he was moved 
across the street to 110 West 57th Street. 

At the time, I smoked cigarettes, lots of them, every day. Smoking was still allowed inside offices 
in those days. Towards the end of my first year I decided to quit. Not long afterwards, Larry did, too. 
I like to think I may have been influential in his own decision. If so, it was probably the best thing I 
ever did for the Stack family. 

The library, represented in the catalogue to hand, was in the partners’ office where Harvey and 
Norman sat across from each other at a substantial partners’ desk. At some time in the not too 
distant past Carl Carlson had been allowed to “organize” the books but since only Carl knew the key 
to his system no one else could ever find the same book twice. I had to teach myself to remember 
where a particular book was by the color of its binding and that of its neighbors. The volumes 
in this catalogue were Stack’s working library and valuable or not, there was never any question 
raised if someone wanted a book for cataloguing or just to read in a quiet moment, it could be 
removed and returned when finished. We each had our own smaller working libraries, of course, 
some being specialized, like Bob Entlich’s, which was best in house for competitors’ recent sales or 
Scott Mitchell’s, for sales by Bowers & Merena. Mine was too specialized and almost no one ever 
borrowed from it. 

Before I ever met him in person I respected Norman Stack as a consummate old-school cata- 
loguer (Norman threw me out of the Roper sale in December, 1983 because I lit up a cigarette in 
the back of the auction room but that didn’t really count as a meeting). His work, in one Stack’s sale 
catalogue after another for year after year, was always concise, polished, professional, and accurate. 
In many ways his professionalism intimidated me, I felt ’d never be able to live up to his standard 
of work. I’m still not sure I ever could have matched his seemingly tireless consistency. Norman 
and I collaborated on only one auction, the Floyd Starr sale of 1992. His health was not good and 
he was in considerable pain yet he came into the office most days. His courage and determination 
were an inspiration to everyone. Later, whenever I felt tired and unwilling to catalogue another lot, I 
would remind myself that Norman soldiered on through far worse. I remember one morning, while 
Norman was cataloguing Floyd Starr’s 1857 & 1858 Flying Eagle Cents (that earlier had been in 
Commodore William Eaton’s collection), coming in to his and Harvey’s office to ask him a question 
and finding myself actually kneeling on one knee at his feet while he answered. Body language tells, 
as they say, and it did in that case. 

I knew Harvey Stack much better and after not too long a time I often came to call him “Uncle”. 
Harvey was always nicely turned out and had manners to match. He was the best collection manager, 
meaning collector manager, I’ve ever known. He remembered a client’s family’s names, milestone 
events in their lives, when he last bought or sold and what it was, what he needed for his collection 
and if it was rare where one might be found and what it might cost. A year sitting beside Harvey 
could teach one more about running the client service side of a business than four years at an ivy 
business school. He was always gracious and obliging but at the same time was the ramrod of the 
firm. Stack’s success owes more to Harvey’s doing, I think, than to any Stack before his time. Harvey 
ran the business, Norman moved the coins through auction. They were a great pair.

Harvey had an instinctive understanding of how to get along with people no matter how out of 
the ordinary they might have been. Even though | was not the easiest cataloguer to get along with, a 
guy who thought he already knew everything about the job and was sure to let everyone know it, the 
only argument Harvey and | ever had resolved itself into a difference over numismatic terminology. 
When I wrote the Starr catalogue (all except the Flying Eagle Cents) I wrestled with what to call the 
obviously specially made pre-1828 coins in the collection. Should they be called “Proof”, with all 
that this term implied from later 19th century coinage processes; “presentation strikes”, but if so, 
to whom were they “presented” and on what evidence did I know this; or “specimen”, which was a 
term more typical of Canadian Mint products that looked very little different from any uncirculated 
business strike? Harvey and I thrashed this out for several days, because after all, what one called the 
coins had to be both numismatically correct and commercially accurate. We decided on “specimen” 
since we found the term was actually contemporaneous with late 18th and early 19th century 
practice and Harvey asked me to write a sidebar on the subject for the Starr catalogue. 

When I came aboard I was used to writing long descriptions of coins even if the items often 
weren't worth enough at sale to pay for the paper and ink needed. With little evidence to go on 
save my opinion, Harvey went along with me when my friend the late George C. Perkins gave 
us his collection of Connecticut coppers for auction. Harvey knew that it was one of the largest 
collections by Miller number and die state ever assembled and decided to take a chance and give it 
star treatment. When the collection was sold in the 2000 Americana sale the first couple of lots went 
cheaply but then the seventh lot in went for $13,000 hammer, the twelfth hammered at $8,000, and 
the rest was history. 

If Harvey ran client relations for long-time customers of the firm and took care of catalogue 
production then Larry ran client relations for the up and coming younger generation of dealers and 
collectors. Larry did not rest on his laurels, heir apparent or not. The Stack family built their business 
to last for generations and they knew that meant encouraging and cultivating new collectors and 
building good relations with competitors. 

Larry is the consummate deal maker in the business, I’ve never met anyone else as sharp, smooth, 
confident, and skilled at putting together a business deal as Larry (except, just maybe, my friend Bill 
Anton, Jr.). The quintessential part of any deal Larry made, the bit that turned his business practice 
into an art, was that the other guy always got what he wanted but Larry always got a bit more. I’ve heard 
Larry make a complicated deal on the phone involving sliding commission rates with an advance at 
interest deferred for time assuming certain realizations arising from a secondary deal all done as he 
spoke ex tempore and that left my head spinning trying to keep up. Over the years, Larry and I became 
friends and I like to think that some of his business acumen may have rubbed off. It took a while, 
however. I remember once early in my training at Stack’s Bill Anton, Jr. came into the shop with some 
medals to offer Larry. One of them I recognized as having come from a competitor’s recent sale and 
Bill had priced it three times higher than he had paid for it. Larry asked me what I thought of the 
piece and like the amateur I was I said that it had sold for a lot less a week or so ago than Bill now 
wanted for it. Larry and Bill looked at me as one might at a child just learning his lessons, then Larry 
instructed me “It’s not what it sold for, it’s what it’s worth” while Bill replied “That's all right, he’s still 
learning.” I felt like a fool but I never forgot. It’s lessons like those that really stick. 

Larry’s talents didn’t stop with day to day business. The annual Americana sales were Larry’s 
idea, starting in 1998 and still going strong today. When John Whitney Walter consigned his 1796 
Collection to Stack’s, Larry created the layout for the catalogue that I followed when I wrote it. 
Two years later, when Marvin Taichert consigned his collection of U.S. type coins, Larry crafted 
the cataloguing scheme as a way of acknowledging our friend’s extremely sophisticated collecting 
style. And when Andy Hain asked if Stack’s would catalogue his collection of Massachusetts silver 
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coins, Larry and I together developed the layout for the sale that we later adapted for Ford’s own 
collection. Larry designed the layouts of the Ford catalogues, chose the art work, brought them 
through catalogue production to publication, and oversaw the sales themselves. On top of everything 
else Larry collected Renaissance medals and coins, French royal issues, U. S. colonials and type coins, 
and English hammered silver, any one of which could stand as an important collection and taken 
together speak volumes about the sophistication of their collector. 

I always felt like Stack’s was a home away from home when I was in New York. If I needed a 
book, Larry would tell me to order it. If I needed a car service, Harvey would have Theresa call for 
one. Jose the guard and I would compare handgun calibres and brag about our kids. John Burnham 
and I might have supper at Fontana di Trevi that used to be just up 57th Street from the shop. 
Breakfast and lunch were always on the house. Each Christmas/Hanukkah the Stack family would 
treat the staff to dinner, first in the shop, later at the famous Patsy’s. Harvey was a pater familias in 
the ancient Roman meaning, he cared for his clientes almost as much as he did his familia. 

The closing of the old Stack’s really marked the end of the time when coin collecting was still a 
hobby engaged in by people who really loved numismatics. The dispersal of the family’s professional 
library sets the seal on the closure. I wish neither had happened. For seventeen years Stack’s was an 
important part of my life. The Stack family, Harvey, Norman, Larry, and Susan gave me my chance 
and I will always be both grateful and indebted to them for it. For their remarkable contributions to 
American numismatics they collectively deserve the gratitude of the hobby at large. They certainly 
have mine and my family’s.

Surrounded by the auction catalogs of the Stack’s sales held from 1935 forward, one 
could imagine the famous consigners sitting in this office, discussing the terms of sale, and finalizing 
the details for the sales of their collections. The “vibes” in the inner sanctum are quite intense. The 
rarities that passed through this office virtually encompass the entire Redbook. Nearly every coin 
issued (both U. S. and world coinage) has been auctioned by Stack’s over the years and a sense of 
awe was felt every visit. 

When the research for Early U. S. Gold Coin Varieties was underway, Harvey Stack handed the 
author the “Colonel Green plate books” and said, “Take them upstairs and spend as much time as 
you need.” Each coin was identified as to variety and the books returned to their proper spots on the 
shelves. Now, someone will have the opportunity to not only buy the “Colonel Green” books, but all 
the reference books and catalogs that were part of the library. 

This auction will be a tremendous opportunity for bibliophiles, but there will also be a hole in 
the numismatic landscape. A bittersweet sale that is sure to run the gamut of emotions for those 
who were fortunate enough to have visited the center of the world of coins in America.

Initially, this magnificent work seemed destined to become a best- 
seller. Laban Heath, the author and publisher, ordered 5,000, and later an additional 10,000 sets of the 22 plates from the 
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Treasury Department Printing Bureau, Had it not been for political intrigue and actual sabotage (well chronicled in Eric 
Newman’s work on Laban Heath and his counterfeit detectors, published in the 1991 ANA Anthology), this work would 
doubtless be widely available today. In the introduction, the publisher hints at the problems by stating: “but a limited 
number of engravings from the original dies (sufficient only for this edition) have been printed, and that, by a recent 
change in the law, no more can be printed from the Government plates at the Treasury Department.” Only a small number 
of copies of the book were actually issued. Since Nehemiah George Ordway’s name usually appears in the copyright notice, 
this work has sometimes been attributed to him. He apparently had a hand in the physical arrangement of the work but 
Eric Newman’s research clearly indicates that the author was actually Laban Heath.

Even today, the 
AJN remains an indispensable and unparalleled source of numismatic information and lore. On March 8, 1866, resident 
member Joseph N. T. Levick proposed the establishment by the American Numismatic and Archeological Society of 
a journal of “numismatic and archaeological intelligence.” His suggestion was quickly adopted and the inaugural issue 
appeared in late May of the same year. Many of America’s greatest contributions to numismatic scholarship first appeared 
in the pages of this most important publication. Crosby’s classic works on large cents, parts of his Early Coins of America, 
Frey’s Dictionary of Numismatic Names, Edgar Adams’ extensive work on California pioneer gold coins and, later on, 
the scholarly, still indispensable studies on ancient Greek coins by Newell, Baldwin Brett, and others are but a small 
sampling. For American researchers, the Journal is most interesting for the reminiscences and other fascinating tidbits of 
information to be found in the earlier volumes, much of which is little known today except among the select few fortunate 
to possess a set of this remarkable storehouse of knowledge.

A very desirable set of the first six volumes of this landmark in American numismatic literature. Included, as noted above, 
is Joseph Hooper’s Numismatic Foundation Stones. This work originally appeared serially in The Numismatist from October 
1891 to December 1892. Accompanied here by its own set of printed pale yellow wrappers, the type, though it does not 
appear to have been reset, has been rearranged and edited, including at least one typographical correction, and includes the 
addition of several well-placed numismatic woodcuts. The pagination comprises a blank leaf, the title leaf, which includes 
a woodcut numismatic medallion (as does the front wrapper), followed by 19 re-numbered and re-captioned printed 
pages, last page blank. The first page of text features the printed masthead of the October 1891 issue, although this first 
Numismatist reprint appears to have been published in late 1892 or early 1893. The seldom-encountered January 1894 
front cover present here features an Application Blank on the back. Since all 1894 issues were published in full octavo 
format by a different printer, it is something of an anachronism. Also present in this volume is the 1892 election ballot 
and the 1893 convention program. The whereabouts of about a dozen sets of the first six volumes of The Numismatist 
are currently known. Originally, George Heath titled his little publication The American Numismatist, but after the first 
issue the name was shortened to The Numismatist, perhaps to avoid conflict with C. E. Leal’s The American Numismatist 
which had appeared two years before (interesting commentary on both publications may be found in Joel J. Orosz’s “The 
Printer’s Devil,’ appearing in the Winter 1997 issue of The Asylum). Print runs of the first two volumes were small; as early 
as 1893 Heath no longer could supply certain issues. For a long time only six sets were known, but another five sets have 
been located in recent years, not including the one at hand. In The Intriguing Case of the Missing Journals, accessible at the 
American Numismatic Association’s web site, former Historian Sklow writes that “as many as 24 sets of the first six volumes 
can be traced in public offerings.” The current ownership of eleven of these he ascertains; the location of the thirteen others 
is listed as UNKNowN. A number of these “unknown” listings likely record the appearance of sets duplicated in the known 
census; and, sadly, a few sets have probably perished. Sklow aptly closes his article: “There is one great, overwhelming fact 
concerning the magazine: the first six volumes are the most highly sought pieces of American numismatic literature. A 
library lacking these informative volumes just seems to fall short of greatness.” This fabled and long celebrated rarity was 
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the topic of a brief article on “Those Early Volumes” appearing in the May, 1941 issue of The Numismatist. Editor Frank G. 
Duffield wrote: “It is with considerable interest that we see that a set of the first six volumes of The Numismatist (or American 
Numismatist, as Volume 1, No. 1, was styled) catalogued in Mr. Fisher’s sale of May 3rd. While it is generally conceded that 
the information to be obtained from these early numbers is not significant, the collectors’ love of completeness and desire 
to have rare items, make the sale of this series of our predecessor in the [fiftieth] anniversary year of the Association an item 
of note. It is seldom realized how few complete sets of The Numismatist are available.”

The Numismatist remains one of the mainstays of American numismatic literature, though it has never had scholarly 
pretensions, nor has it been primarily a commercial publication. Its founder, Dr. George Francis Heath, was, in essence, 
a collector, and the publication has always endeavored to serve first the needs of coin collectors. About the time that the 
American Journal of Numismatics became exclusively a scholarly journal, The Numismatist unfurled its banner. It is filled with 
vignettes of collectors of the day, results of important sales, and fascinating gossip on a wide variety of topics. Numismatic 
scholars will also find much of interest in its pages, and the advertisements, old and new, are useful as well. It is an unparalleled, 
comprehensive chronicle of coin collecting in America from the turn of the century to the present. The modest amounts that 
sets have brought in recent years truly make it one of the great bargains of American numismatic literature.

Printed “With the compliments of Frank D. Andrews” slip tipped-in on the title, inscribed in pencil: “Henry Chapman's 
book 1911.” Frank Dewette Andrews made the first attempt to comprehensively cover the later dates, and this second 
edition remained the standard work until superseded in 1944 by Howard Newcomb’s greatly expanded opus, published 
by Stack’s. James Macallister thought highly of Andrews calling him “a keen student, with a remarkable memory” and 
he noted that “I am inclined to believe that he saw every Cent he listed.”

“The following is an interesting squib, published at that time in the form of a note size circular, which though not entitled 
to a place here, yet on account of the sound spirit pervading it, it deserves more than an ephemeral existence.” Decrying the 
contemporary counterfeiting of several early American pieces, it is reproduced in type in Attinelli. Some of the signatories 
may be among the eight founders of The Numismatic Society of Philadelphia, established December 28, 1857 and renamed 
The Numismatic and Antiquarian Society of Philadelphia in 1865. The founders of this, the first numismatic society in the 
United States were Arthur G. Coffin, Joseph J. Mickley, William S. Vaux, John Bohlen, Mark W. Collet, J. Ledyard Hodge, 
Samuel H. Fulton, Montgomery L. Frederick, and Alfred B. Taylor. Timothy Antiquary may be Edward Cogan, the principal 
Philadelphia coin dealer of the day and Dr. Timbercracks may be Mark W. Collet, a medical doctor who was intimately 
involved in the hotbed of numismatic activity then taking place in Philadelphia. The villains in the piece were probably 
William Idler and Montroville Wilson Dickeson, both known to have made reproductions of the items noted. Viator, alias 
George H. Hickorynuts likely refers to Dickeson. In the 1850s, he toured the Country excavating Indian burial mounds and 
conducting illustrated lectures on the topic (Viator = a traveler; wayfarer). This broadside circular appears to be extremely 
rare. It is a delightful yet poignant reminder of the perils facing coin collectors then and now.

No. 19 of an entire edition of 135. This handsome volume and Newcomb’s 1925 work before it set a new standard. 
Carefully written, painstakingly researched, and wonderfully illustrated, both eclipsed all previous efforts. The book was 
dedicated “To Howard R. Newcomb and Henry C. Hines, whose help and encouragement gave inspiration to the task.” 
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The copy at hand was Henry Hines’ personal presentation copy and is accompanied by a treasure trove of correspondence 
and other materials that document his deep involvement in its development. Included are: a loose set of 1798-1799 
photographic plates with Clapp’s ink address stamp on the backs; a September 24, 1922 handwritten letter on Biltmore 
Hotel stationery from George H. Clapp to Henry Hines on “the ’97-’98 puzzle” and “some of the ’98’s that we decided on 
Friday I had wrongly identified,” accompanied by two sheets of his “new scheme”; a two page carbon typescript entitled 
“A study of ‘Rev. H’ of Doughty, Cents of 1798,” inscribed in ink at the end, “Sent to H. R. Newcomb, 12/7/22”; a four page 
carbon typescript of a January 27, 1923 letter to Howard R. Newcomb from George Clapp sent by Clapp to Hines covering 
the same topic in great detail; a two page carbon typescript of a February 4, 1923 letter to Newcomb, again on the “Rey. H” 
conundrum, noting that “As Mr. Hines has been bothering over the same problem I am sending copies of this and my 
previous letter to him for his opinion and if we three can agree we will let the rest ‘go hang’”; a handwritten January 29, 
1923 letter from Clapp to Hines, written on both sides of a sheet of Clapp stationery, reading in part, “Mr. Newcomb and 
I are now deep in the mysteries of ‘Rev. H’”; a handwritten February, 1923 letter from Clapp to Hines, written on both 
sides of a sheet of Clapp stationery, noting that “I am ready to write a book on ‘What I don’t know about 1798 and it will 
be a big one...”; a most interesting July 23, 1930 handwritten letter on both sides of printed Clapp stationery bemoaning 
delays in completing the book, noting that “the photography has been slow,” asking if Hines will part with some cents sent 
to Clapp for photography (his “Obv. 115, Rev. new...is a disgrace”), and confessing that “I am getting Very Tired of my 
job”; Hines’ carbon copy of a January 4, 1932 letter quoted in part in the above headline and acknowledging “the beautiful 
copy you so generously present to me”; an April 5, 1932 letter in Hines’ barely decipherable scrawl on a 1798 variety, with 
Clapp’s handwritten pencil response on the back; a handwritten note on the back of an envelope, noting the “Cost of plates 
alone over $300.00” in the work at hand and observing that “H. C. H.” is “reviewing proposed work on 1795-96-97’s and 
1800”; a handwritten list of “1798 Cents”; photographs of both sides of “H. C. Hines’ 1799 Cent, Photographed by 
Howland Wood, Nov. 1930,” including Wood’s signed cover letter, asking Hines to bring the coin back to the American 
Numismatic Society again, since “We are not satisfied with the result of the photographs that we made of your cent, due, 
we think largely to the smoke in the room.”; several newspaper clippings headlined “Pays $2,500 for Penny And Calls It a 
Bargain” or something similar (all pertaining to Hines’ 1799 cent acquisition), including one in Fraktur titled “18,000 
Schilling fiir einen Groschen” and accompanied by a typewritten translation (in a long article present here Hines notes: “I 
have attended sales all over this country and in Europe...many rare specimens have been found by collectors in examining 
family possessions in Europe”); detailed handwritten descriptions of three “1799 Cents- Aug. 3, 1926” (Cornell, Raymond, 
Hines’ specimens) on Newark Athletic Club stationery; rubbings on ten tissue slips of 1798 and 1799 cents with 
handwritten descriptions, one attached to an interesting 5/10/25 handwritten letter on three pages from Clapp to Hines 
of 1799 cents and other early dates; enlarged photographs of both sides of a “Fake 1799”; carbon typescript description of 
a 1799 cent, including a note that “Collectors must be on their guard against altered 1799”; several coin envelopes and a 
few other bits of ephemera. Also included here is a fascinating body of correspondence pertaining to Henry Hines’ 
acquisition of a 1799 cent in Henry Chapman’s March 14-15, 1917 auction sale and the earlier condemnation of another 
similar specimen. Present are original signed March 17 & 19, 1917 letters from Henry Chapman to Henry Hines, an 
original signed March 17, 1917 letter from Charles McGirk to Hines, a handwritten signed March 20, 1917 letter to Hines 
from Hillyer Ryder, a long March 23, 1917 letter handwritten in pencil from Daniel E. Houpt to Hines, and typewritten 
transcriptions of the relevant portions of fifteen 1912-1917 letters from or to Dr. Chas. E. McGirk and the following 
correspondents: Ben G. Green, Dr. French, and Henry Chapman. On May 10, 1912, McGirk wrote to Green, questioning 
the authenticity of an auction lot from Green’s May 4, 1912 sale, a “cracked dies” 1799 cent similar to a 1798 McGirk sent 
for comparison. In a May 13, 1912 letter cited here, McGirk notes that when Judson Brenner bought the coin he sent it to 
“Chas. Steigerwalt who pronounced it genuine...but upon comparison with your specimen...there can be no doubt it was 
1798 altered to 99. Mr. Brenner was so sure of this that he destroyed the coin in my presence this A. M.” Portions of ten 
interesting 1912-1913 letters between McGirk and George P. French on the topic then follow. The transcribed 
correspondence concludes with March 8, 13, & 15 1917 letters between Henry Chapman and McGirk. In the first, 
Chapman writes that “In regard to lot 291-1799 cent broken die, I am sending this lot to you so that you may see it. At the 
same time I am sending you another from the same dies before the break which shows the piece to be perfectly genuine.” 
In the second letter, McGirk reluctantly agrees: “You may be right as to the die variety of this cent...I was able to find the 
same die broken both sides exactly like 1799 lot 291 in the coins issued in 1798. The [1799] specimen you sent me and the 
French specimen seem to be exactly alike and | am afraid | will have to give in for the present...” The final missive 
acknowledges the return of the 1799 cents by Chapman, noting that the sale specimen “sold for $50.00” and in pencil that 
“This was bought by H. C. Hines.” Chapman’s March 17, 1917 letter recaps the controversy and guarantees the authenticity 
of the coin, writing in part, “As I carefully examined the [1799 cent] in the Houpt collection when cataloguing it, I saw that 
the piece was perfectly genuine and had no hesitancy it telling Dr. McGirk that he was making a mistake and that I 
regretted greatly the destruction of the piece by Mr. Brenner, as he had caused a genuine coin of excessive rarity to be 
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destroyed.” In the March 17, 1917 letter to Hines, McGirk backtracks and provides a rather fanciful explanation, perhaps 
to cover his embarrassment: “The specimen that Chapman sold | saw and am free to confess that it is an exact duplicate 
of the French specimen from which the cut in the [1911] Numismatist was made. It looks to me as though this 1799 over 
98 was made from the dies of the 1798 variety cracked die obv. and rev. and it may be that the striking of these coins was 
made long after the year 1799 by some one who could change the 8 to a nine and sell a number of cents that were very rare 
at a good price, along about the time that the 1804 and 1823 restrikes were made.” In his March 19, 1917 letter to Hines, 
Chapman questions McGirk’s assertion that the 1799 and 1798 pieces in question are from the same dies. In his March 20, 
1917 letter Hillyer Ryder writes “regarding 1798 cent 22D...It is merely a 1798, not a 1799 in any sense, McGirk means to 
say it is a variety that is sometimes altered (fraudulently - not in the die) because the shape or fullness of the date made it 
more easily changed to 1799 than other varieties. Perhaps you might get more light from Dr. French who probably has the 
variety. | am doing very little in coins now...Am worried over the foreign situation. I think the labor situation is by no 
means settled. Wilson gets his court decision thanks to his having packed the jury.” In response to a letter from Hines, 
Daniel Houpt’s March 23, 1917 letter notes that “as to the 1799 ct and as to how I got it is quite a history.” Houpt frequently 
advertised to buy three dollar gold pieces and, as a result, “quite a few came to me that had old cents & other coin.” Noting 
that a 1799 cent in his collection early on had been condemned as a fake, he writes that he was later offered a complete set 
of cents, 1793-1857, for $150. “I did not want them as I had a nice set but I bought the 1831 + 1834 + the 1799 from a “Mr. 
Rosenbaugh” in Philadelphia. “Chapman told me that he had never seen a cent like it.” A unique and wonderful assemblage, 
providing much insight into the activities and researches of large cent movers and shakers in the early twentieth century.

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Memories of Book Stacks and the Stack’s Books 


Francis D. Campbell 


Although the name Stack’s is primarily associated with coin sales held during the firm’s 
seventy-four year history, my own interaction with the firm, in the years during which I held the 
position of Assistant and later Head Librarian at the American Numismatic Society, was naturally 
enough, brought about by matters pertaining to numismatic literature. As you might judge from 
the scope and quality of the items being offered for sale in this catalogue, the Stack library was more 
than adequate to meet the needs of those family members and other numismatic experts who were 
with the firm over the years. In fact, their library was so good, you might ask, why they would ever 
need to consult with another library. Nevertheless, there were occasions when the ANS Library 
served as a back-up resource for the firm, whether it had to do with checking the price realized in 
some ancient auction, a buyer’s name, or some other detail. As librarian of the Society, it was not 
long before I realized that the catalogs of the many sales in the long series of auctions issued by the 
firm had become important reference sources in their own right, cited often in the literature due 
to the significance of the collections being sold. Names such as Proskey, DuPont, Lee (Eliasberg), 
Holmes, Miles, Hawn, and Ford, are but a few of the owners whose collections were catalogued and 
sold at the Stack firm. 

However, the Stack contribution to the literature of numismatics was not limited to the 
catalogs which they prepared. Founders, Joseph B. Stack and Morton M. Stack published volume 
I of the Numismatic Review in 1943. This scholarly journal, edited by Thomas Ollive Mabbott, 
saw important contributions from Agnes Baldwin Brett, Earle Caley, Harold Mattingly, C.H.V. 
Sutherland, Alfred R. Bellinger, and Thomas O. Mabbott himself. The final volume, (i.e., Volume IV, 
1947) was published in 1948. In 1955, Coin Galleries, a subsidiary of Stack’s, issued a fixed price list, 
which listed Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli as manager. One year later, Clain-Stefanelli was to become 
Curator of the Smithsonian Institution’s Division of Numismatics. The price list gradually came to 
include short introductory bibliographical guides, brief articles, and excerpts taken from numismatic 
periodicals. Issue 16, included an article by James C. Risk, entitled “Cavalry of St. George.” Not 
long after the appearance of this article, the Coin Galleries fixed price list evolved into the “Coin 
Galleries Numismatic Review and Fixed Price List,” with James C. Risk as editor and contributor. 
Other contributors soon joined the ranks. Harry M. Severin, Dr. Charles Schwarzenberg, Randolph 
Zander, Raphael E. Solomon, and J. Eric Engstrom, were but a few. Risk contributed regularly to 
the Review, writing primarily about decorations and orders, a subject on which he was a noted 
authority. Later in life, Risk was awarded Commander (Honorary) of the Royal Victorian Order 
(C.V.O.) for his work cataloging the insignia of the orders and decorations in the Queen of England’s 
private collection. While Risk signed all of his articles, his editorial contributions were followed 
most often by the word Editor. It was these editorial comments that lent a distinct flavor to the 
publication. Risk had a great sense of humor, whether he was harpooning the misuse of coin grading 
terminology (e.g., “extremely unique,” or “twice as unique”) or the 22 most likely misspellings of the 
word Numismatics (e.g., “Pneumismatics”). The Review appeared without interruption until issue 
number 2, 1972. After a five-year hiatus, a New Series appeared in 1977, lasting until 1979. As editor 
Risk put it, “The [original] publication was not so much dropped as quietly put to sleep.” 

Over the years, Stack’s published a number of works, some of which became, and still remain, 
standard references on the topics addressed. In 1944, there was Howard R. Newcomb’s United States 
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Copper Cents, 1816-1857, followed in 1947 by Harold Mattingly’s The Man in the Roman Street, 
which included an introduction by Thomas O. Mabbott. In 1953, Japanese Coinage, by Norman 
Jacobs and Cornelius C. Vermeule, II, appeared. Vermeule, who passed away just over a year ago, 
joined the ANS Council in 1958 and later became Curator of Classical Antiquities at the Museum 
of Fine Arts in Boston. Why a work on Japanese coins from a Classical scholar? Vermeule had an 
interest in coins since childhood and learned Japanese while serving in the army. In 1958, what was 
to become another standard reference, Harry M. Severin’s Gold and Platinum Coinage of Imperial 
Russia from 1701 to 1911, appeared. I can assure you, the books mentioned above saw frequent use, 
both by visitors to the ANS Library and by the ANS staff in answering public inquiries. However, 
there was one Stack publication that this working librarian found especially useful. It was Elvira 
Clain-Stefanelli’s Select Numismatic Bibliography, published in 1965. This work was always kept 
within easy reach in my office and, although I had at my disposal perhaps the best numismatic 
library in the world and an excellent card catalog, this one-volume “Select” bibliography was of 
inestimable value in allowing me to isolate quickly the most important works on a given numismatic 
topic. Elvira Clain-Stefanelli had joined her husband in 1957 at the Smithsonian where they served 
as Curator and Associate Curator for most of their careers into the 1980s. 

Along with the publications generated by the Stack firm, the ANS and the numismatic 
community in general have benefited from the Stack family’s acts of generosity. These included 
their sponsorship of the annual Stack Memorial Lecture at the Society over the past thirty-five years, 
and numerous gifts of numismatic objects and literature. In 1992, I had the pleasure of accepting 
a significant donation from Harvey, Lawrence, and the late Norman Stack. The gift consisted of 
photocopies of the personal papers of Charles E. Barber, Chief Engraver of the Mint, who is perhaps 
best known for his designs of the so-called “Liberty Head” coinage. Now housed in the Library’s 
Rare Book Room, the Barber papers provide an extraordinary record of the Mint’s operations at the 
turn of the century. 

I would be remiss if I left the impression that it was only the catalogs, books, and library 
donations that provide fond memories of Stack’s over the years. Stack’s was also a hub of sorts. 
Collectors would come from all parts to visit its showrooms and then take the opportunity to visit 
the American Numismatic Society, at that time in upper Manhattan. When Harry W. Bass came to 
New York he usually took a room at the Salisbury Hotel, which occupied the same building as Stack’s. 
I remember a few occasions when Harry and I met at the hotel to discuss Library computerization, 
after which we paid a visit to Stack’s, where Harry would usually examine a coin or two. Being a 
New Yorker myself, Stack’s was just a subway ride away and, as such, I had the chance to occasionally 
visit their offices. Harvey and Larry Stack would always extend a welcome as did those on the staff 
with whom I had the most frequent telephone contact, namely David Alexander, John Burnham, 
and Vicken Yegparian. For the coin collector in a “New York state of mind,” it’s a natural visit. Once 
there, you are just a short distance from Carnegie Hall, Columbus Circle, and Central Park, not 
to mention the Carnegie Delicatessen, and, one of my favorites, Colony Records, where you could 
search for copies of old phonograph recordings. So, to the Stacks I say, thanks for the memories, 
both numismatic and non-numismatic.

A complete set of Coin Galleries’ publications, including the firm’s December 15, 1959 “Informal Mail Bid Sale,” a duplicated 
typescript of five stapled sheets, of which only a handful of examples appear to have survived. Despite several numbering 
anomalies, the fixed price lists appear to be complete. In July of 1953, Stack’s moved from 46th Street to 123 West 57th Street, 
“the new hub of retail business in midtown New York City.” Three summers later, Coin Galleries moved from nearby 41 
West 57th Street to second story offices above the parent firm. From early on and over the next half century, Coin Galleries 
attracted a first-rate staff, including the likes of Vladimir and Eliza Elvira Clain-Stefanelli, James Risk, John Burnham, Jan 
Eric Blamberg, and so many others, including early staff members and consultants such as Fred Knobloch, Edward May, 
Hans Holzer, Hans M. F. Schulman, Henry Grunthal, Cornelius Vermeule, Dr. William H. Sheldon, John J. Ford, Jr., Homer 
Downing, George Weyr, and Stack’s principals. In more recent years, a team of extremely talented full-time cataloguers, along 
with Stack’s staff, have produced an ever-growing body of auction sales. It would be a mistake to relegate these catalogues to 
second-tier status. While it is true that most of the many great collections handled over the years by the firm have appeared 
in the pages of Stack’s auction catalogues, many important specialized collections and individual pieces, especially esoteric 
ones, have graced the pages of the Coin Galleries catalogues offered here, particularly in more recent times and especially in 
the field of American numismatics. The 1960s and 1970s continuation of the firm’s prestigious World War II era Numismatic 
Review—albeit more in the form of a house organ than a scholarly journal—is also worthy of mention. The many tens 
of thousands of ancient and foreign coins and medals offered for sale during this period, often illustrated on the plates 
accompanying most issues, remain a notable research source. And then there are critical book reviews, commentary, and 
many worthy articles and tidbits contributed by numismatic notables such as Dr. Charles Schwarzenburg, Harry Severin, 
James Risk, George Weyr, Dr. Robert Obojski, Randolph Zander, R. C. Willey, J. Eric Engstrom, and others. Numismatic 
Review also featured, among several other articles on American numismatics, a lengthy, most informative and interesting 
illustrated 1962 article by D. F. Spink and J. C. Risk entitled “New Facts About an Old American Coin — The 1804 Dollar.” 
This was followed up in 1970 by extensive and provocative “Further Thoughts About the 1804 Class I Dollar and Proof 
Eagle” by James Risk. Little known today, both of these articles are required reading for those seriously interested in the topic. 
Summing it all up, while it may have once been fashionable to casually dismiss the Coin Galleries wuvre, scholars, collectors, 
and dealers seriously interested in almost any aspect of numismatics, do so to their own detriment (vide lot 135).

He toured the country for several years in the 
early 1850s lecturing on North American archeology and excavating Indian mounds. His lecture was enhanced by a painting, 
348 feet long and over seven feet high, entitled Monumental Grandeur of the Mississippi Valley. It was meant to be rolled up 
on two poles, then unrolled like a film strip to reveal various historical and archeological scenes pertinent to the lecture. His 
Numismatic(al) Manual (the al was dropped after the first edition), while not so spectacular, was clearly intended to reach 
a mass market. Handsome in format and visual presentation, it was distributed by a major publisher of the day and written 
in an authoritative manner. Dickeson even envisaged, “if it should be approved, to prepare an edition for the use of schools.” 
Dickeson was numismatically well-connected. Also a Philadelphia landlord, he rented office space to Enenezer Locke Mason, 
and frequently consigned coins in Mason and other Birch & Son’s sales of the late 1860s and early 1870s.

Seldom offered complete with all of the original covers present. A chatty, most interesting publication, providing 
considerable insight into its irrepressible editor. In addition to Elder’s many commentaries, the issues feature a number 
of interesting articles (many authored by Edgar Adams), notes on upcoming Elder sales, auction reports, proceedings of 
various numismatic societies in the United States and Canada, biographies of famous collectors including James Manning, 
William Dunham, George Earle, and others. Elder’s cantankerous nature occasionally cannot be restrained. Writing of 
J. C. Lighthouse, a “Historical Coin Collector” who “for reasons known only to himself returned, in a great huff, 44 lots 
secured by him at his bids,” Elder notes: “It will be the aim of this publication to assist in ridding the field of one or 
two cranks and freaks whose consummate delight seems to consist in annoying the numismatic fraternity.” Referring to 
Pinkerton, Deitrick, Ehlers and McGrath, “Historical Coin Collectors” all, “The editor makes no distinction between the 
thief and the man who will not pay his honest debts, both should be serving time in state’s prison.” In the June-July, 1907 
issue, Elder reprints a letter from “A Reader,” headed “Where is Geoffrey” and reading in part: “Have any of your readers 
seen or heard of Geoffrey ‘Charlatan’ [Charlton Adams], member R. N. S., etc., etc., etc.? he who formerly held a ‘suite’ in 
the famous ‘Scrapiron.” Elder could also be eloquent in praise of those he considered beneficial to the hobby. Of J. N. T. 
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Levick, he wrote in the May, 1906 issue: “If the question ever arises as to who is the youngest coin collector in this country, 
we would beg to be consulted, as we think a thorough canvass of the field will result in a unanimous vote for our friend 
J. N. T. Levick, of this city. As with the smiling maiden, the question of age is to Mr. Levick a sensitive subject, but it was 
some time in 1852 that he began to get the interesting little discs together. Known from the early days of his collecting 
as a numismatist of prominence, he afterwards came into possession of a collection of cards and tokens numbering fully 
20,000 specimens—the largest assemblage extant. By hard squeezing Mr. Woodward managed to squeeze the collection 
into about 3,000 lots and sold them over twenty years ago. An important point which we wish to make is that numismatics 
can hold a man in his later years—yes, can enthuse him with the fire of the raw recruit. Mr. Levick may be found at every 
sale, minutely examining the pieces, making careful pencil notations in his catalogue, buying whenever anything suiting 
his taste is offered, and pricing his catalogue with the precision of clockwork. We doff our hats to J. N. T. Levick, the 
‘youngest’ coin collector in America.”

Eight of the plates illustrate 
large cents; three plates depict United States gold coins; there are four plates of silver dollars, two of halves and one each 
of quarters and dimes; two plates depict pattern silver dollars and ten early half dimes; three plates illustrate ancient, 
medieval and modern foreign coins; and four plates depict pioneer gold rarities.

A most important sale catalogue; rarely 
offered. It is especially noteworthy for Mougey’s outstanding collection of nearly 300 superb large cents, of which over 
200 are depicted on the first twenty plates. The remainder of the plates depict rare colonial and American coins from half 
cents to double eagles. When the collection was sold, it was the property of William H. Woodin who had removed some 
of the gold rarities and silver dollars beforehand for his own collection. The remainder of the silver coins and choice large 
cents and half cents, however, were offered intact. The plates were prepared by Edgar Adams and fifty illustrated copies 
were supposedly issued but, like so many other photographically illustrated sale catalogues of the period, the majority 
seem to have vanished into the ether. Only five or six have come up for sale in the past quarter century or more. Elder 
termed Mougey a “numismatic seer,” noting in the foreword to the catalogue that “He prized only those coins which were 
beautifully preserved, only the ones which turn out to be the most valuable today...His coins came from notable sales, 
including the Mickley, Winsor, Bushnell, Parmelee, Frothingham, Cleneay, Maris, and others...In point of general fine 
preservation of the pieces, such a coin collection has never been offered either privately or publicly in America...”

Another extremely rare and historic record of this storied collection, prepared after the dispersal of the United States gold 
coin component. The present American inventory is a new compilation, often more detailed than the one described above, 
particularly in its attribution of die varieties, although many specimens appearing to be duplicates are no longer recorded 
here. Conversely, specimens recorded here occasionally do not appear in the prior compilation. Sporadically, stated condition 
varies, both up and down. Acquisitions have been updated through 1975. The section on patterns is far more detailed in the 
present inventory, including the addition of Judd numbers. The foreign section present here appears to be duplicated from 
the prior one, in slightly reduced format, with occasional handwritten additions and emendations in photocopy. A number 
of new data appear in the unnumbered leaves bound in at the end. The unbound photocopied leaves present here feature 
a most interesting twelve page compilation entitled COMMENTS AND APPRAISAL OF THE ELIASBERG COLLECTION:

The segments yet to be appraised include U. S. Pioneer and Territorial Gold, Foreign Gold and Platinum Coins, Colonial 
Coins, Gold Medals, Silver Bars and Odd and Curious Items...It is my opinion that the approximate value of the coins yet 
to be evaluated is about Three Million Dollars, making the total value for the collection approximately $15,054,933.00.” 
The federal gold coin values, totaling $6,754,340, were determined by “the selling price of similar pieces during the past 18 
months” or “in accordance with Yeoman’s 1976 catalogue.” The 1913 Liberty Head Nickel and 1804 Dollar were each valued 
at $300,000. Some of the silver denominations were evaluated by Kamal Ahwash. The two handwritten sheets, one dated 
8/13/93 and titled “Work Sheet Summary,’ arrive at totals of $10,226,848 and $10,177,234 respectively.

It was the last coin in the sale, scheduled to be sold 
on Saturday, March 25, 1944. On Friday, March 24, 1944, while other Flanagan gold coins were already in the process of 
being sold in the firm’s salesroom, Secret Service agents arrived at the offices of Morton and Joseph Stack and confiscated 
Colonel Flanagan’s 1933 Double Eagle. This was the beginning of a celebrated numismatic controversy that many thought 
had finally culminated in the July 30, 2002 auction sale by Sotheby’s and Stack’s of the 1933 Double Eagle purported to 
be from the collection of King Farouk of Egypt and the only such piece deemed legal to own. But, of course, that was 
before the Izzy Switt mini-hoard recently surfaced and the controversy surrounding this storied coin rages anew. The 
Flanagan coin is accorded Number | status in the “Reconstructed Provenance of the 1933 Double Eagles” found in the 
2001 Sotheby’s/Stack’s catalogue, and the original photograph offered here may be the only such image to have survived 
the past sixty-five years.

The editor deals out 
praise to his friends but doesn’t hesitate to flog offending competitors, a list which includes Scott, Proskey (he of the India 


Rubber conscience), Mason, Steigerwalt, Woodward and the Chapmans, among others.” Over a century after publication 


Numisma is still a delightful and instructive read.

A substantial collection of Frossard auction catalogues, including many important sales. Four catalogues (Nos. 20, 37, 40, 
& 46) include original heliotype plates and seventeen are Thick Paper sales (Nos. 11, 14, 16, 20, 37, 40, 43, 45, 46, 49, 111, 
116, 130, 136, 147, 167, & 168). One of America’s most colorful and outspoken early numismatic personalities, Edouard 
Frossard was one of the premier American coin dealers in the last quarter of the nineteenth century. Perhaps best 
known for Numisma, his highly entertaining 1877-1891 house organ, Frossard’s auction sales are a better testament to

his distinguished numismatic career. John Adams writes: “In terms 
of content, the Frossard catalogues represent great variety and, 
cumulatively, great knowledge. Bespeaking quality, no less than 
twenty-one of the sales draw a rating of A- or better.” A number 
of key catalogues are present here, including: thirteen A sales, 
among them George Merritt, Stenz Silver, William Cottier, LeGras 
Collection, E. F. Kuithan, William Poillon I, Isaac Wood Medals, 
Ed. Frossard, Dr. William Lee, Russian Collection II, Gerald Hart 
Canadian, J. V. Palmer, and Hiram Deats. Virtually all plated 
Frossard catalogues are scarce or rare. Among the four present 
here, all of which are special thick paper copies, the October 2-3, 
1884 catalogue of Frossard’s own collection is the most notable, 
featuring no less than nine fine heliotype plates, one depicting 
Frossard’s famous collection of 1794 cents. The December 20, 1884 
sale, featuring a fine plate of ancient Greek coins, is rarely offered 
and the April 1, 1882 and September 24-25, 1885 catalogues do not 
come to market with any frequency.

No. 52 of only 300 copies printed. Having sold George W. Merritt’s fine collection of large cents and half cents earlier in the 
year, Edouard Frossard decided to capitalize on the research required in its cataloguing by separately publishing this work. 
The first eight plates, in fact, depict Merritt’s collection, the final plate being devoted to colonials. These plates, according 
to the preface, were “issued before a single description was attempted,” leading one to believe that they were prepared to 
accompany the catalogue of the January 3rd, 1879 Merritt sale. All of the plates feature a copyright date of 1878. Frossard’s 
is the first work to cover the entire series of large cents and half cents; as such it is deserving of landmark status. The ornate 
composition by W. T. R. Marvin, numismatic printer par excellence, and the handsome heliotype illustrations add to its 
desirability.

Inscribed in black ink on the front flyleaf: “This volume contains five priced catalogues in the first four of which invoices 
of coins and medals from my collection will be found - having been sold in the years 1884 - 1885 - 1887 - 1888, Andrew 
C. Zabriskie.” All Thick Paper copies. While Zabriskie’s consignments were mainly comprised of second tier material, 
the volume at hand is nonetheless interesting and desirable for a variety of reasons. Storecards from his collection were 
featured in the first sale and 200 Zabriskie lots in the second catalogue brought $152.96, including an uncirculated 1834 
$2.50 sold at face. In the third catalogue were a number of his American medals and some nice cents (an uncirculated 
1796 costing $20 brought $24; a “Proof” 1797 costing $15 brought $12.75 and an uncirculated 1829 costing $12.50 
sold for $8.25). Some interesting Zabriskie books were also in the sale, including a Marvin on Masonic medals @ $7.50. 
The addenda, lots, 1052-1077, belonged to Zabriskie as well. A run of half dollars and more numismatic literature were 
featured in the fourth sale. The fifth sale present here, bound in at the end, is an exceptionally fine example of the Gerald 
E. Hart collection, one of only seventy-five thick paper copies issued with plates. Rated A+ by Adams, the Hart collection 
was one of the great all-time American sales of Canadian coins, tokens and medals. It also featured Indian peace medals 
and communion tokens. Bowman, in Collectors of Canadian Coins of the Past, notes that the sale featured: “620 lots of 
Canadian items among which were four specimens of wampum, Newfoundland $2 gold of 1880, P.E.I. holey dollar, wheat 
sheaf, set Hudson’s Bay, Vexator, 5 side views, Maysenholder, Ropery, Lauzon, 11 bridge tokens, Weir & Larminie and 2 
Lachine Railway tokens.”

Stack’s personal copy.” A curious production, quite similar to lot 1369 in the March 23, 1995 Bowers and Merena sale, 
which was apparently fabricated by Garrabrant for presentation to Henry C. Hines. Beginning on page 122 of the example 
at hand—Walter Garrabrant’s personal copy—is a handwritten compilation of Various Store Cards that no doubt belong 
in the Hard Times Series. Concluding on page 133, it includes a few notes on rarity, a drawing of an I. Gibbs token, one 
of “only 2 or 3 being known,” and a printed clipped description of an “Absolutely unique” 1838 Slave Token “sold [for 
$104] to Mr. Adams Oct 23/1913.” The remaining pages are blank except for a compilation of United States dimes on page 
198 enumerating Underappreciated Silver Mint Rarities. Headed by an 1894-S dime, “Rarest in the dime series,” another 
dozen pieces are listed, including 1870s Carson City issues, an 1860-S “with stars,” and a “1905 New Orleans very small 
microscopic ©.” Also included is a 2.25 x 3.5 inch “Dennison’s Anti-Tarnish Job Envelope,” housing several “Adams H. T. 
duplicate plates.” Thanks are due Dr. Robert Schuman for his assistance with this description.

The Gilbert work is designated NORMAN STACK WORKING Copy on a printed label taped to the front cover. According to 
an ink note on the front flyleaf, it was “Purchased from G. H. Smoots, San Francisco-1929.” Ink annotations include one 
pertaining to 1795, variety 2, noting that it “does not exist”; following 1797, variety 1: “Note! comes with gripped edge 
RRR”; added descriptions of new 1804, 1806, 1808, 1809, & 1840 varieties; a note pertaining to 1805, variety 4 stating 
“Plate Wrong, use description”; and various other corrections and refinements to the text. The new 1809 variety, No. 6, is 
accompanied by photographs of the obverse and reverse, pasted in the margins. While the foregoing volume is interesting 
and unique, the chef d’ceuvre present here is the set of Brobston plates, one of reportedly only three sets currently known. 
We have handled only one over the years, sold as lot 148 in our June 15, 1984 Lester Merkin-Richard Picker Library sale 
where it brought $2,200. It was subsequently sold in the November 17, 1994 Bowers & Merena sale, lot 506, housed in 


a fancy morocco Alan Grace folder with the Brobston price list, @ $4,400 (Harry W. Bass, Jr., represented by George 
Frederick Kolbe, was the underbidder).

One of only 300 copies printed. Gilbert appears to have loaned the manuscript to Elder, who assumed co-authorship and 
published the work without consulting Gilbert. Sheldon writes that “Gilbert had the material for a first-rate monograph. 
It was either not ready or not intended for publication and was badly edited.” The copy at hand appears to have been 
Henry Hines’ personal copy and is accompanied by an impressive body of correspondence and other materials. Also 
present here is a lengthy early computer printout, likely written by Carl Carlson, neatly summarizing the materials present 
here as “a group of letters and other documents addressed to Henry C. Hines, all dealing in one way or another with the 
development of the Clapp book on the same subject [1796 cents], or else on Hines’s collection of said Cents. A great 
deal of very interesting information, as well as much relevant numismatic gossip, is contained in these aging pages... 
The letters and documents cover three years: 1916, 1923, and 1933, the most important ones from that final year. We will 
transcribe them chronologically...” A summary of the items present follows: two pencil rubbings of choice 1796 cents; 
several small sheets of interesting handwritten notes; three 1916 Henry Chapman missives; an April 16, 1923 handwritten 
letter on Metropolitan Club stationery from Charles E. Clapp to Hines; a June 16, 1933 handwritten letter from Howard 
R. Newcomb to Hines; a four page July 31, 1933 letter written in pencil from George H. Clapp to Hines; a handwritten 
ink transcription on five sheets of Newark Athletic Club stationery by Henry Hines of an August 5, 1933 letter from 
George Clapp to Hines; a September 1933 “Geo. H. Clapp - Key to 1796 Cents” written in ink on four ruled leaves; and 
a December 10, 1933 typewritten letter from Clapp to Hines. A brief overview of content follows: two of the three 1916 
Henry Chapman items invoice Hines for 1796 cents, in a November 17 one, Chapman notes that “all my plate catalogues 
of the Bement sale have been sold,” and in a May 22, 1916 letter, Chapman writes that “In regard to the 1796 cent [Gilbert 
41], I have been informed that three were all that were known - it was unknown to Gilbert when he issued his book. I 
suppose you are making a corner of it, from what you say” [Hines observes in an ink note: “I have!”]. In Charles Clapp’s 
1923 letter, he writes: “I hate to disturb the busiest man in the world but really you should not work all the time. Before 
he died Mr. Gilbert wrote me he was preparing a list of varieties of 1796 cents later than No. 40...Are you going to 
the Beckwith Sale; rather think I shall go...My brother has just left for Japan and got an advanced copy before he left, 
sending me a bunch of bids: he says it is a ‘great disappointment. ” Though written on both sides, Newcomb’s 1933 
letter is incomplete; in it he makes interesting observations about early cents and the upcoming work on “1795-'96 and 
1800,” noting that he and Clapp “have agreed that the less price the better. Few collectors care to invest 7° for a book on 
cents.” Clapp’s very interesting July 31, 1933 letter is accompanied by a two page list by Clapp of some 72 different 1796 
varieties in Hines’s collection and comments upon the difficulties encountered in attributing them: “Your removal of 
all identification marks was rather tough on a man with one leg in a cast as it kept me hopping all over the lot to catch 
‘em. As Andy says: ‘I’s degusted. ” [The foregoing reference quotes one of the principals on the highly popular and long- 
running Amos ‘n’ Andy radio show first aired in 1928 and nowadays considered to be racially insensitive at best]. Hines’ 
transcription of Clapp’s long August 5, 1933 letter reads in part: “I am delighted to find that we agree on determination 
of the 1796. In connection with my work on these cents, I made out a sheet which is a sort of key to the series & enclose 
a copy [present here on four handwritten ruled leaves] which I think you will find very useful in checking up — if it had 
not been for this I'd still have been working on your cents.” In this long and fascinating, letter Clapp goes on to discuss in 
detail many of the intricacies involved in collecting and attributing 1796 cents, discussing varieties unique to Newcomb’s, 
Hines’s, and his own collection. He relates that “Rud Kohler wrote me that Gilbert once told him that he had loaned 
his manuscript of 1796 to Elder who wished to look it over, and the first thing he knew Elder had published it without 
contacting him.” He also discusses a lack of cooperation from B. Max Mehl and notes: “Have just received a miserable lot 
of stuff from Mehl which I have not gone over, but at a hasty glance am convinced there is absolutely nothing in it that is 
worth considering.” Clapp also complains that Mehl published his addenda to Andrews even though he warned him “at 
the time that it was merely my opinion and should not be published without having it carefully checked by someone who 
had made more of a study...1 believe Howard is our best authority...” The final letter present here features a rubbing of a 
Gilbert 17 1796 cent and discusses it in considerable detail.

A unique archive, never before available, comprising a comprehensive record of the extensive collection of United States 

v; gold coins accumulated over many years by Colonel E. H. R. Green, including a vast number of American duplicates 
and ancient and foreign gold coins. In the early 1940s, the collection was purchased in increments for several hundred 
thousand dollars by Stack’s from Chase Manhattan National Bank, executors of the Colonel Green estate. Through the 
1940s and into the 1950s, various collections were put together and sold to major collectors of the day. Early on, the front- 
line collection, comprised of $1.00, $2.50, $3.00, $5.00, $10.00, & $20.00 United States gold coins, was acquired, via Hans 
M. F. Schulman, by His Majesty, Farouk I, King of Egypt. Clifford T. Weihman purchased the second collection. Other 
substantial collections, or parts thereof, were sold to James A. Stack (not related to the Stack family), J. F. Bell (i.e., Jacob 
Shapiro), Louis Eliasberg, and others. Harvey Stack began working full-time at Stack’s in 1947 and recalls that the senior 
firm members were still keeping careful records as the Green coins continued to be dispersed. The following materials are 
present here: 


$5.00 COLONEL GREEN INVENTORY - Seven 8.5 x 14 inch ruled yellow sheets comprising a complete listing of the 
collection. Columns are provided for Date & Descr./Amount/Cat Value/Total/Our Price/Total/Remarks. Each sheet is 
accompanied by three adding machine tapes, one listing the total number of coins, another providing the total catalogue 
value, and one computing the price paid. The first inventory leaf and one or two subsequent ones are a bit chipped at 
the edges, sometimes resulting in minor loss of information (easily inferable in virtually all instances). The size and 
scope of the collection is nothing short of amazing. Seventy-four 1795 Small Eagle and six Heraldic Eagle pieces are 
listed (approaching 1% of the total mintage!), each with a listed catalogue value of $75.00/$500.00 and price paid of 
$50.00/$350.00. Two of the seven known 1798 Small Eagles were in the collection as were two of the eleven known 1815s. 
Only one 1854-S was present and, while the collection contained eight 1841-Cs, nary an 1841-O was listed, deflating 
Walter Breen’s “visionary” assertion. The collection, dating from 1795 to 1915, contained a total of 2,152 pieces, no less 
than 800 of them dated 1834 or earlier! Harvey Stack has aptly observed that Col. Green’s half eagles and eagles were the 
foundation on which many outstanding collections were subsequently formed, noting that “without Green retention it 
would have been almost impossible to start an early U. S. gold collection. He saved it for the future.” Total catalogue value 
was $113,005.50; price paid was $84,010.00. 


$10.00 COLONEL GREEN INVENTORY - Six 8.5 x 14 inch ruled yellow sheets comprising a complete listing of the 
collection. Columns are provided for Date & Var./Amt/Cat Value/Total/Our Price/Total/Remarks. The collection, dating 
from 1795 to 1926, contained over 1,300 pieces (1,035 individually listed, 314 largely in group lots), 336 of them dating 
from 1795 to 1804. Green’s attraction to the first year of issue is again apparent, with fifty-two 1795s being present, also 
approaching 1% of the entire issue. He must have been fond of 1799s as well, since he owned eighty-one of them! He 
possessed but three 1870-CCs and only one proof and one uncirculated 1875. 


PIONEER GOLD & FOREIGN GOLD COLONEL GREEN INVENTORY — Two 8 x 12.25 inch ruled sheets and one 8.5 
x 11 inch sheet written in pencil, two on both sides, listing close to fifty pioneer pieces, highlighted by 1860 & 1861 Pikes 
Peak $20s, a Baldwin $20, a Moffat bar, as well as several dozen different foreign gold coins. Additional notations comprise 
totals for Colonials ($9,500.00), Large Cents ($8,500.00), and Half Cents ($8,500.00). 


THE AGREEMENT BY KING FAROUK TO BUY THE COLLECTION -— Present here is the original RCA Radiogram 
sent to Hans Schulman by King Farouk’s private secretary on October 25, 1943. It reads: “Yours October twenty second 
desire have 2-1/2 5 and 10 gold dollars in complete sets and 20 dollars 1850 and 1907 St. Gauders (sic) MCMVII.” Also 
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included are Hans Schulman’s carbon copies of a draft of a three page December 3, 1943 letter to the King’s secretary and 
the final four page version dated the same day, both on inexpensive paper stock, a bit browned. Present as well are carbon 
copies of three Schulman letters concerning the invoicing, actual shipment, and availability of insurance, accompanied 
by a December 7, 1943 letter to Schulman from the John F. Curry Agency written “to confirm having bound $129,000. on 
Five Dollar Gold Pieces...for His Excellency The Private Secretary to His Majesty The King of Egypt.” Selections from the 
remarkable four page December 3, 1943 letter witten by Schulman and likely revised from the earlier version by Stack’s 
follow: “When we received your cable to send you complete sets of the above items [Your Order for $5, $10, $2 2 Gold 
Pieces], we realized that the greatest task ever confronting a coin dealer was given to us...Naturally when we received your 
esteemed order for COMPLETE series...For weeks Messrs. Stack’s and myself figured a way to please Our Master. The 
only possibility of acquiring a complete set was to buy the estate of Colonel Green. In this estate, however, were many 
duplicates of inferior quality of the more common dates--but it contained all the unique varieties, all the dates which 
are unavailable throughout the country in the choicest condition...Stacks tried to buy the collection based on the new 
Standard Catalog. That however was impossible!! The executors unfortunately knew that the prices listed in the catalog 
were much too low...we came to the conclusion that Messrs. Stacks should buy the Col. Green collection and we would 
guarantee and would underwrite the purchase of a complete set of $5 and $10 gold pieces out of it...my cash assistance 
made the purchase of the collection possible for there is not any dealer in the U. S. A. who is capable of buying this 
collection outright for cash...After Stacks acquired the collection and my guaranteeing to purchase a complete series for 
Our Great Master, I was permitted to be present to help and assist in obtaining the lowest possible prices and the choicest 
specimens...It was my long friendship with Stacks for many years which made it possible for His Majesty to receive the 
first preference. It may be interesting for His Majesty to know that Messrs. Stacks...last year...sold the famous John H. 
Clapp collection of Washington, D. C., far in excess of $100,000...In view of the size of the order, and the extreme pleasure 
we have in being able to fulfill His Majesty’s request, we have added only three percent to the total invoice instead of the 
usual ten percent. We feel certain that this collection will be one of the proudest acquisitions His Majesty ever made.” 


$1.00 FAROUK INVENTORY -— An adding machine tape, dated July 28, 1944, with prices and added typewritten 
descriptions (date, mintmark where applicable, and condition) of 71 coins totaling $2,476.85. Prices range from $4.05 for 
an 1853 Unc. to $225.00 for an 1861-D Unc. Sold to King Farouk. 


$2.50 FAROUK INVENTORY -— Two 8.5 x 13 inch typewritten sheets of lightweight stock listing 173 coins by date, 
mintmark where applicable, and condition. Accompanied by an adding machine tape, dated July 28, 1944, totaling 
$8,699.21. Prices range from $4.50 for a 1929 Unc. to $950.00 for an 1863 Br. Proof. The 1848 “Cal. over Eagle Unc.” was 
listed at $135.00. Sold to King Farouk. 


$3.00 FAROUK INVENTORY -— An adding machine tape, dated July 28, 1944, with prices and added typewritten 
descriptions (date, mintmark where applicable, and condition) of 33 coins totaling $4,066.50. Prices range from $13.00 
for an 1857-S XF to $1,800.00 for an 1875 brilliant proof. Sold to King Farouk. 


$5.00 INITIAL FAROUK INVENTORY - Eleven 8.5 x 13 inch typewritten sheets of lightweight stock listing 338 
sequentially numbered United States half eagles by date, mintmark where applicable, and condition. The prices listed on 
this initial half eagle inventory are lower than those actually charged, ranging from under 10% to 20% and sometimes 
considerably more. 


$5.00 FAROUK INVENTORY & INVOICES — Seventeen 8.5 x 9.25 inch carbon copy or original typewritten sheets of 
lightweight stock listing 338 half eagles (numbered 5001-5335 plus three additional bis numbers) by date, mintmark where 
applicable, and condition. The bis numbers, 5107 A, 5107 B, & 5107C, denote three 1849 Massachusetts and California 
pieces, each priced at $4,800.00. Accompanied by nineteen pages of carbon copies of Stack’s invoices and two Hans M. 
F. Schulman carbon copy invoices, all dated December 3, 1943. The Stack’s invoices are on the firm’s printed stationery 
and are made out to Hans M. F. Schulman “For The Account of The Private Secretary of His Majesty King Faruk (sic) of 
Egypt, Abidine Palace, Cairo, Egypt.” The Schulman invoices are made out “To the Private Secretary of H. M. King Faruk 
(sic) of Egypt, Abidine Palace, Cairo.” The collection was broken into two parts, totaling $78,086.50 (“specially reduced 
to $77,500.00”) and $51,500.00. A 3% commission is added to the two Schulman invoices ($77,500.00 + $2,225.00 = 
$79,725.00 & $51,500.00 + $1,545.00 = $53,045.00), making the grand total $132,770.00. The first Schulman invoice 
comprises “Part 1 of the complete collection of U. $. Gold $5 pieces in superb condition, all from the Col. Green Estate, 
as purchased from Stack’s with attached invoices, duly notarized.” Part 2 is similarly described. Both segments were “Sent 
through the Royal Legation” and the second invoice notes that the “Complete set of $10 gold pieces to follow in 2 weeks.” 
Prices range from $16.00 for a 1909-S Unc. to $8,900.00 for a 1798 “small Eagle, Unc., Pf. Surface.” Amounts charged are 
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sometimes considerably higher than those stated in the preliminary inventory described above. A few examples follow: 
the three 1849 Massachusetts and California pieces were initially priced @ $2,500.00; the 1909-S is $15.00; and the 1798 
“small Eagle, Une., Pf. Surface” is $7,500.00. 


$10.00 FAROUK INVENTORY & INVOICES — Fourteen 8.5 x 9.25 inch carbon copy or original typewritten sheets of 
lightweight stock listing 260 eagles (numbered 6001-6258 plus two additional bis numbers) by date, mintmark where 
applicable, and condition. The bis numbers, A & 6226A, are a 1933 and 1932, both uncirculated. Accompanied by a carbon 
copy of Schulman’s invoice, dated December 18, (1943). The initial Stack’s total of $56,717.00 is reduced to $56,000.00 
and Schulman’s 3% commission of $1,680.00 results in a grand total of $57,680.00. Two additional inventories are present 
here. One is a single-spaced double column 8.5 x 13 inch typescript, a bit frayed at edges. The other is comprised of six 8.5 
x 14 inch ruled yellow sheets comprising a double column listing of the collection, bottoms a trifle frayed. Columns are 
provided for Date/Condition/Price and a lengthy adding machine tape totals $30,400.00. 


$20.00 FAROUK INVENTORY - The original RCA Radiogram sent by Hans Schulman to King Farouk’s secretary offering 
the collection, reading in part: “Stacks contacted us to advise His Majesty that they acquired the only complete twenty 
dollar collection still available containing all rarities all mintmarks including famous St Gaudens thick edge high relief but 
without pattern issues and the 1933...Stacks willing to put all duplicates 20 dollars of Royal Collection in future auction 
sale which would eventually reduce price of acquisition.” Accompanied by two 8.5 x 13 inch original typewritten sheets 
of lightweight stock, a bit wrinkled and frayed, listing 189 double eagles, dated from 1850 to 1932. Also included are two 
adding machine tapes, one dated July 28, 1944, one totaling $21,408.25, the dated one totaling $20,924.25. On the back of 
the dated tape, ten 1870s-1880s pieces are listed and priced in ink, accounting for the price differential. Also, cryptically 
written in pencil, is “Foolish Man.” Included are corresponding December 18, 1943 invoices from Stack’s and Schulman 
for two common double eagles. An 1854-O “V. FE, Mint Luster” is priced on the inventory at $125; an 1856-O “Unc. Mint 
Luster” is listed at $135.00; and an 1870-CC, condition unstated, is priced at $115.00. Many proofs from 1859 to 1915 are 
included, priced from $750.00, for the 1883, to $90.00 for the 1915. A 1907, described as “Unc. Rare” is priced at $1,500.00 
and a “Br. Unc.” 1921 is listed at $850.00. 


$5.00 CLIFFORD T. WEIHMAN/J. K. LILLY INVENTORY -— Three 8.5 x 13 inch original typewritten sheets of lightweight 
stock listing in double columns a total of 290 half eagles. Also included are seven 8.5 x 14 inch ruled yellow sheets, 
apparently comprising a listing of the half eagles sold to King Farouk on the left and the ones sold to Clifford T. Weihman 
on the right. The Green and Weihman collections are equivalent, less a dozen specimens and sometimes lesser condition, 
for which prices have been adjusted accordingly. Nonetheless a magnificent collection, which was sold to Josiah K. Lilly 
in 1954 and became part of the National Coin Collection at the Smithsonian Institution in 1967. Present as well are 
five November 1946 Stack’s invoices of coins sold at auction and from stock to Weihman, along with a fragmentary 
compilation in ink.

The first invoice comprises 1795-1914 
half eagles and 1795-1911 eagles sold to Bell totaling $27,450.00, with a typed note at the bottom of the last page: “Please 
advise us what other dates you may need. This is just a sprinkling of what we have.” The second invoice lists more ordinary 
half eagles and totals $4,301.00. Also present is a carbon copy of a September 8, 1944 agreement reading in part: “I, J. F. 
Bell, of 100 North La Salle Street, Chicago, agree to sell to Stack’s all my gold at 10% above my cost and I accept on deposit 
the sum of Twenty-Five Thousand ($25,000.--) Dollars. We, Stack’s, agree to buy all the aforesaid gold on the terms agreed. 
It is further agreed that this transaction be consummated on or before September 1 1th-1944.”

Accompanied by 
several adding machine tapes. 


F. K. SAAB PURCHASES — Four handwritten form invoices from Stack’s to Saab, dated January 12, 1944 and totaling 
approximately $1,500.00. Mainly comprised of half eagles.

THE STACK FAMILY LIBRARY 


CHARLES W. GREEN INVENTORY - Five 8.5 x 13 inch carbon copy typewritten sheets listing United States, ancient, 
and foreign gold coins, accompanied by a January 20, 1944 typewritten letter from Green to Stack’s, signed, on printed 
stationery. The letter concerns a “1798 over 1797, six stars to right Eagle” which was being held in reserve for Green, who 
appears to have been housebound, recovering from an illness. “(A)lthough a tentative $1000.00 was mentioned,” Green 
argues for a lower price based on his opinion that the piece being offered in Mehl’s Roach sale would not reach that figure 
and on four other recent appearances. But, he writes, “I want this coin and want the matter disposed of without delay, so 
I have empowered Miss McCarty to give you my check if terms can be made satisfactory, and you can deliver the coin to 
her.” 


CLIFFORD T. WEIHMAN FOREIGN INVENTORY — Twenty-five 8.5 x 13 inch carbon copy typewritten sheets, along 
with eighteen 8.5 x 11 inch carbon copy typewritten sheets comprising approximately one thousand listings of mostly gold 
coins of the world and ancient coins. Individual listings are often made up of sets or groups of coins and bring the total 
number of pieces in the acquisition into multiple thousands. Several of the second series of inventory sheets are hand- 
dated December 18 or 19, 1943. Also included is a handwritten note from Anne to Morton asking for lot numbers on a few 
items, noting that “everything else checks through.” This remarkable collection formed the basis of Stack’s October 18-20, 
1951 Clifford T. Wethman Collection: Gold Coins of the World sale. Rarities abound. 


Thanks are due Harvey Stack for organizing the various materials present here and for providing context and commentary. 
Over the years we have on occasion observed that annotated sales room copies of classic American auction sale catalogues 
bring the event to life by naming participants, commenting on the quality of the wares being offered, the prices obtained 
and, on occasion, the mood in the sale room as exhibited by bidding wars or brief reminiscences. Stale stuff compared to 
the papers at hand. The electricity of the deal, one of the largest in numismatic history, figuratively leaps off the pages. A 
monumental collection of United States gold coins + the world’s best coin customer + a deep secondary clientele + the 
interaction of inimitable Hans M. F. Schulman and the rock-solid Stacks = numismatic nirvana.

Joseph B. Stack’s personal set of this monumental photographic record, with his name stamped in gilt on an inset leather 
label at the base of each front cover. Affixed to the rear pastedowns are the printed labels of B. A. MARTIN, the official 
Stack’s special edition binder. Colonel Green’s remarkable collection of United States gold coins, including many pieces 
from the famed Waldo Newcomer collection, remains one of the finest ever formed. The three volumes present here 
posthumously record his front-line collection in each of the series depicted. Taken around the time the coins were sold, in 
1943 and 1944, to His Majesty The King of Egypt, these well-produced photographs continue to be extremely significant 
and particularly important, especially for establishing subsequent pedigrees. A number of Colonel Green/King Farouk 
coins passed into the hands of John Jay Pittman, Harry W. Bass, Jr., and other major collectors. Only a few copies of each 
of the above volumes were prepared and, to our knowledge, a complete set has never before come to sale. In our June 
10, 2000 Harry W. Bass, Jr. Library sale, we sold examples of the half eagle and eagle volumes bound in quarter leather 
@ $12,000 & $11,000 respectively, the only previous appearance at auction of either volume. The quarter eagle volume 
included here is the first to be publicly sold. The son of financier Hetty Green—popularly known as the “Witch of Wall 
Street” —Colonel E. H. R. Green spent untold sums in the 1920s and 1930s on his hobbies. He vies with King Farouk as 
perhaps the most eccentric coin collector of the twentieth century. Both men shared an intense interest in painted women 
and pornography, not necessarily in that order; Green reportedly displayed a stuffed and mounted whale penis inside the 
entry of one of his homes. An excellent biographical sketch of Green is featured in Special Supplement III of the Bowers 
and Merena August 30, 1999 catalogue of the Walter H. Childs collection, and Arthur H. Lewis’ appropriately named 
full-length biography, The Day They Shook the Plum Tree, perhaps best tells the remarkable story of Hetty Green and her 
unusual son, who, upon Hetty’s death, spent some $3,000,000 a year on yachts, coins, stamps, jewels, orchid culture, and 
other more libertine endeavors. It is interesting to note that Walter Breen’s famous 1841-“O” $5 does indeed seem to be 
depicted in the half eagle volume, due to an unfortunate shadow effect also seen on the illustrations of several other 1840s 
Charlotte mint emissions. The entertaining story of this contretemps is well told on page 231 of David Aker’s October 
21-23, 1997 catalogue of the John Jay Pittman collection (vide lot 4). Thanks are due P. Scott Rubin for his assistance with 
this description.

An important photographic record despite being incomplete. Of additional interest here is the presence of an earlier 


version of the plate depicting late date eagles. What appears to be a proof 1913 is illustrated here but the 1932 & 1933 
pieces present in the relevant volume of the preceding lot are not present.

No. 16 of the Deluxe Leatherbound Edition. An early premium guide issued by the brothers Guttag, specialists, as cited on 
the front covers, in FOREIGN MONEY and FOREIGN EXCHANGE, as well as being NUMISMaTISTs. It was issued slightly after, 
or perhaps concurrently with, the firm’s ubiquitous Foreign Currency and Exchange Guide, advertised on the last page. In 
contrast, Rare Coins of the United States is infrequently encountered in any form, and this is only the fifth or sixth example 
we have ever encountered. The firm’s wide-ranging traditional activities are headlined in the present volume: Bullion, 
Specie, Foreign Bank Notes, Collections Made in All Parts of the World, Brokers in Foreign Exchange, Traveler’s Cheques, 
Letters of Credit, Etc. At the time of publication, however, the Guttag firm was beginning to expand its business to include 
the marketing of rare foreign and American coins. Their first Coin Bulletin, published in the spring of 1923, announces: 
“For years past we have been dealing in Coins as part of our general business, but on account of the tremendous increase 
in this branch we have found it necessary to establish a new department to deal in COINS EXCLUSIVELY.”

Of legendary rarity, the Hall work was intended as a sort of checklist to be distributed among a select circle of fellow 
collectors. With the benefit of their comments and additions to the list, a published version of the work was to be published 
but it never reached fruition. The original leather spine and corners were fragile and apparently of high acid content and 
we have never seen a copy with the binding fully intact. An unprepossessing volume, it appears that only a dozen or so 
examples have survived. The ink additions, found here on pages 3-16 and appearing to be in an early hand (perhaps Hall’s), 
provide the relevant page number for the corresponding reverse die description. Only a handful of subsequent obverse die 
descriptions are so annotated in this example, though in at least one other copy the hand-numbering is complete.

An interesting if short-lived series of sales, featuring, as noted by Adams, “a public assault on the corrupt practices at the 
U. S. Mint...His catalog of December 7, 1878 contains the opening salvo in the battle; his catalog of January 24, 1881, 
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contains the last. Both pieces are worth owning for these passages alone.” A number of catalogues present here are from 
the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society, with their printed library label, One of the catalogues features Harzfeld’s 
ink autograph on the upper cover. Gengerke attributes the April 15, 1879 Birch sale collection to J. Colvin Randall. Printed 
on the front cover of this catalogue is the following notice: “With the Compliments of S, K. Harzfeld, Times Building, Who 
Will Attend to All Bids,” making it tempting to attribute the catalogue to him. While all of Harzfeld’s earlier sales had been 
conducted by Bangs in New York City, by the end of 1879 and into 1880 he conducted three consecutive sales in the Birch 
Philadelphia auction rooms before reverting to the default venue.

A nice run of numismatically important Haseltine sales, accompanied by several other coin catalogues of the era. Two 
catalogues included here stand out from the rest. The first, the December 18, 1872 Haseltine sale, is a Special Edition, 
“printed only on one side of each page [{i.e., leaf],” as stated by Attinelli. It is also priced throughout in ink with buyers’ 
names written in for the first nineteen lots. It is the first such copy we recall ever having encountered (in 1987 we sold a 
similar but distinct example printed on large paper). This catalogue is notable for the inclusion of twenty “Rare Colonial 
and United States Coins” at the end of the catalogue, including the 500 and 1000 mill Nova Constellation pieces, which 
together brought $540, an enormous sum at the time accounting for nearly half of the entire proceeds of the sale. The 
October 19-20, 1885 John W. Haseltine catalogue present here, in pictorial red wrappers (40 pages, 428 lots), is recorded 
neither by Adams nor by Gengerke, though at the bottom of the title following “Catalogue by John W. Haseltine,” printed 
on the next line is “Eighty-seventh Sale.” Comprising “The Celebrated Indian Collection of the Late Mr. John H. Mecllvain,” 
its essentially non-numismatic content helps explain why it escaped the net of both bibliographic piscatorians though it is 
not the reason why, since they include other non-numismatic Haseltine sale catalogues in their compilations. Indeed, lots 
64-70 comprise wampum, certainly worthy of numismatic status, at least in a wider view of the subject. “Comprising an 
Extraordinary Number of Specimens of the Handicraft of the American Indians,” Haseltine terms it “The Finest Collection 
in This Line Ever Offered at Public Sale.” In a two page preface, instructive of the prevailing ethos of the day, he notes that 
“As the Indians become more civilized, they mostly seem to become dissipated, neglectful of the appearance in which 
they once took so much pride, and their ancient weapons [offered in the sale in some quantity] are displaced by those of 
modern manufacture if not of a more deadly nature. It is very important that now, while we have the Indians still with us, 
that articles, such as are contained in this collection, should be preserved for the information and instruction of future 
ages.” Another notable catalogue present here is the special post-sale edition of the Haseltine Type Table printed on “Thick 
Tinted Paper,” with the original printed pink stiff card covers bound in. The seven Haseltine printed prices realized lists 
also included here are seldom encountered. “Ordinary” copies of many of the most numismatically important Haseltine 
sales also present here include the collections of $. W. Chubdbuck, Lyman Wilder, the aforementioned Haseltine Type 
Table, Isaac Wood, A. M. Smith, H. P. Newlin, Wm. J. Jenks, Sylvester S. Crosby, Wm. H. Smith, et al. A Philadelphia native, 
Haseltine was well connected at the Mint and, during his long numismatic career, marketed a great wealth of rare pattern 
coins. John Adams writes: “Over the years, the Haseltine catalogs have attracted little attention, even from advanced 
students. Such neglect is difficult to understand, the more so given that the man was the leading authority of his day in at 
least four branches of U. S. numismatics: colonial paper, Confederate paper, varieties of early silver and mint patterns.”

Special Large Paper Copy. “Stack’s” is written in pencil at the head of the title. A scarce publication by Haseltine, this 
special edition being particularly so. In his introductory “Notice” he writes: “I have a few copies of this catalogue printed 
on extra large and fine paper at one dollar per copy.” He also notes: “Although compiled chiefly from my private collection, 
I have been greatly assisted in obtaining descriptions of the rarest notes by reference to Dr. Wm. Lee’s pioneer work, ‘The 
Currency of the Confederate States of America, which was privately printed for distribution to his friends and is very 
scarce; and I am also much indebted to Mr. John C. Browne, of Philadelphia, for a number of varieties not previously 
noticed, and for the privilege of examining his very full and valuable collection.” One hundred thirty-seven Confederate 
notes and fifty-five Confederate bonds are carefully catalogued, some accompanied by interesting commentary.

This work never came 
to fruition (perhaps due to a guilty conscience?), and the “Haseltine Type Table Catalogue” served as the standard work on 
die varieties for over half a century. In the example at hand, the annotator records varieties in his collection, particularly 
in the half dollar section, and occasionally describes new varieties, along with notes on condition, etc. He also claims to 
have an 1804 dollar!

The first edition in this larger format since, as Newman writes, “Heath himself construed his Pocket Edition to be his 
first edition for both his Pocket size and his Banking House size publications.” Priced at $5.00, as opposed to $1.50 for 
the pocket first edition, this enlarged and enhanced counterfeit detector was designed for a sophisticated, professional 
clientele. The text is more detailed and the illustrations are derived solely from federal paper currency. Thus, Newman 
notes, “the comparison of the same edition of the Banking House size to the same edition of the Pocket size serves 
little purpose as there are too many differences.” Banking House and Counting Room editions are encountered far less 
frequently than their “Pocket” counterparts and it seems clear that not only were fewer copies originally issued but that

Land of Gold is one of the most 
famous works on the California Gold Rush. Cowan also notes that the 
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work includes “one of the best accounts we have of early San Francisco,” though Helper generally ridicules and is quite 
critical of life in California. He claimed that the publisher forced him to eliminate certain criticisms of slavery based on 
his observation of free labor in California. After Helper’s 1851-1854 sojourn in the Golden State, he returned to South 
Carolina where, in 1857, he wrote a work establishing his greater fame as that rarest of birds, a Southern abolitionist. 
The Impending Crisis of the South caused a sensation, far greater at the time than that produced by Uncle Tom’s Cabin. 
Lincoln appointed Helper as United States consul in Buenos Aires from 1861 to 1866 and following the war, Helper 
changed feathers and became a vocal white supremacist. In subsequent years, he singlemindedly promoted a scheme 
to build an intercontinental railroad connecting North and South America which would displace black and brown 
peoples by whites. Born into poverty, his monomania on the railway plan (he came to term himself “the new Christopher 
Columbus”), returned him in later life to that state. Despondent and bitter, he committed suicide in Washington and

- highest rarity.” The highest individual value assigned 1831-1857 original and restrike proofs is $100. $. H. Chapman’s 
letter to Hines reads in part: “I have in stock some unusual proof Half Cents and quote them to you below. It is more than 
seldom that the original proof Half Cents of the 40’s are on the market. I know of no others on the market.” The list starts 
off with an “1811.

This famous catalogue is virtually unknown in the deluxe 
binding. The only examples we recall ever having seen are Sol Kaplan’s, 
sold in our October 17, 1992 Mendelson Library sale, and Homer 
t K. Downing’s, sold in our June 1, 2004 Ford Library sale. Suave and 
debonair, Abe Kosoff carefully cultivated his best clients, hoping 
ultimately one day to handle their collections. Some of his competitors and contemporaries, perhaps in envy, are known 
to have termed him “the widow’s friend.” Will W. Neil’s outstanding collection of American coins was sold at auction 
three years after publication of the Pearl catalogue—not by Numismatic Gallery but by B. Max Mehl. In 1941, Kossoff had 
uncharacteristically mispelled his own name in an auction catalogue and, though it seems unlikely, one cannot help but 
wonder if this subsequent faux pas had consequences far more serious than the mere misplacement of a dot.

An interesting assemblage. While the designated auction houses in the above latinas catalogues are as named, some 
of the sales present here are nowadays attributed, when known, to their cataloguer. A roster of some of the more interesting 
and notable catalogues present here follows: the first two catalogues present here comprise W. Elliot Woodward's scarce 
second and third sales; the December 18, 1866 and March 14-15, 1876 (mis-dated 1676) sales appear to be quite scarce, as 
are several other Leonard & Co. sales present here; the seldom-offered January 22-23, 1879 catalogue, sometimes attributed 
to W. Elliot Woodward, features the library, including coins and early coin sale catalogues, belonging to Joel Munsell; 
and there is a complete set of $. H. Morgan sales, all but one handpriced, and including buyers’ names in red ink in the 
October 16, 1879 catalogue.

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paper copies heretofore issued, The purchaser has the privilege of taking this bound copy or one in loose sheets, to have 
bound according to his own taste.” Two special editions were present in the Harry W. Bass, Jr. library, another resides in 
the American Numismatic Society Library, and Robert Hewitt’s copy was sold in our January 10, 2009 sale. Along with 
the unique example offered here, these are the only examples we know to be extant. According to the list of recipients 
enumerated on the rear pastedown of the volume at hand, Levick’s math is a bit fuzzy. He records a total of thirteen copies 
and this may not account for at least one of the two unbound copies (ex American Numismatic Society Library) sold in the 
Harry W. Bass, Jr. library sales. The roster follows: Hewitt; Cogan (2); Attinelli; W. H. Strobridge; Hanna; Jenks; Am Num 
and Arch Soc; Phil’ Num Soc; D. Parish, Jr; & Levick (3). All of the non-Levick copies were presented to their recipients 
save that of Daniel Parish, who subsequently purchased the copy offered in the sale for $3.00. In the sale, it brought $1.87, 
to “Kent” (i.e., bought in by Levick). The three handwritten sheets of financial details present here include a detailed list of 
buyers and their total purchases and a compilation of the “Expenses of Sale.” The catalogue itself is annotated throughout 
in ink and pencil on the ruled leaves, including many starting prices, all of the buyers’ names, prices realized, and topical 
headings also present in the text. A wonderful, unsurpassable example of the special edition of this notable nineteenth 
century coin sale, rendered famous by a great American tragedy. Yet it is memorable in itself for the care and discernment 
exercised in its production by one of this country’s earliest and most devoted numismatic bibliophiles.

Rare. Rendered obsolete by later research, this work is reme eyond its SOK status mostly for the colorful 
appellations given by Dr. Maris to the thirty-nine varieties of 1794 cents that he managed to identify. The names include 
The Coquette, Scarred Head, Venus Marina, Roman Plica, Double Chin, and Patagonian. Born in 1832, Maris graduated 
from medical school in 1855. According to W. T. R. Marvin “He began his collection soon after engaging in practice, as 
many others have done, by the effort to complete a set of the U. S. Cents, and then of the national coinage...His first 
contribution to the literature of the science was his well-known work on the Cents of 1794, still regarded as a high 
authority.” To numismatic bibliophiles and copper enthusiasts, this fragile little pamphlet is significant since it is the first 
separately published work on United States cents and half cents. A relatively small percentage of the 100 copies originally 
printed appear to have survived.

The copy of 
the catalogue present here, however, claims that honor solely for Mason, though it suggests that the Chapmans had a hand 
in its distribution. Interestingly, the sale falls into the first of a six year hiatus for Mason who, from 1868 to 1880, alternated 
his sale venues between Philadelphia and New York, before concluding his numismatic auction career with fifteen Boston 
sales, 1886-1890. Both spine labels designate the contents as MASON CATALOGUES. It is unlikely that all are but it may be 
that some are—like the aforementioned Mickley sale catalogue—an anonymous Mason production.

Cents of the Years 1801-1802-1803...marks a milestone in the cent 
literature. Approaching a field which had been left almost in chaos by the Doughty book, Newcomb assembled a vast 
quantity of numismatic material, ordered and reordered it, finally set up a new classificational system and a list which 
seemed adequate; and after testing the new list for upwards of a decade, published. The verdict of time on this work has 
been favorable.” Henry Hines appears first in the roster of those acknowledged by Newcomb in the preface, as follows: 
“This publication has been made possible only by the hearty cooperation and help by the loan of their collections of 
the following gentlemen...” The special edition at hand was Hines’ personal presentation copy and is accompanied by 
correspondence and other materials that amply confirm his wide-ranging cooperation with Newcomb. Included are: five 
pages of descriptions written in pencil by Hines, describing in great detail twenty-six of his 1802 cents, apparently returned 
to him with Newcomb’s notes on condition, variety, etc.; seven pages of descriptions written in pencil by Hines, describing 
in great detail thirty-eight of his 1803 cents, also apparently returned to him with Newcomb’s notes on condition, variety, 
etc.; seven sheets of handwritten and typewritten compilations/descriptions of 1801, 1802, & 1803 cents in the Hines 
collection; Hines’ carbon copy of an October 2, 1924 letter to Howard Newcomb reading in part: “I am sending you 
today by American Railway Express sixty pieces of 1801’s and 1802’s...I will get my 1803’s together within the next day 
or so and ship them...While we are engaged in it, let us make it [your work] the best exposition on these several series 
extant...and it will be a splendid aid and stimulation not only to the present collectors but to those who follow in the 
study of United States cents.”; a typewritten June 8, 1925 letter from Howard Newcomb to Hines informing him of the 
return of his 1801 cents, noting that “I appreciate very much your letting me have these pieces again,” apparently to aid a 
last-minute rearrangement; a handwritten May 25, 1925 letter from Newcomb to Hines, accompanied by a photograph 
of the obverse on “the ‘new’ 1802 Cent,” describing the “considerable trouble” Newcomb was experiencing in adequately 
photographing it; a handwritten June 22, 1925 letter from Newcomb to Hines concerning an 1803 cent; a handwritten 
February 20, 1928 letter from Walter W. Garrabrant to “Dear Friend Harry,” reading in part: “Just a line to tell you I have

The first plate 
mostly depicts rare United States silver coins; the second and third plates illustrate rare United States patterns; plate four 
depicts large cents for the most part; and the last two plates illustrate the highlights of the famous Maris collection of New 
Jersey coins which was sold as a single lot at the sale and remained intact until dispersed at the Garrett sale a century later. 
In the preface, Smith described the collection thus: “In offering the American, Colonial, and Pattern Departments of the 
Cabinet of Dr. Maris at public auction, I would direct attention to the fact that there is scarcely an undesirable piece in the 
Catalogue. A number of the coins are believed to be unique; very many are of great rarity; and all, with few exceptions, are 
in unusually fine condition...I think it may safely be said, without fear of contradiction, that never before has there been 
a one day’s sale that contained so many rare and valuable American coins.”

A unique and most interesting sales room copy of this legendary catalogue of the collection formed by King Farouk, neatly 
annotated with prices realized, buyers’ names, descriptions of several added lots, and other occasional notes. The prices 
realized are recorded in Egyptian Pounds: $2.88 in United States dollars according to an ink note at the base of the title. The 
details surrounding this remarkable sale in held in the Land of the Pharaohs are fascinating and often bizarre, recounted in 
part by Abe Kosoff in a series of Coin World articles, later reprinted in a single volume as Abe Kosoff Remembers. The American 
portions of the sale were dominated by Kosoff, Hans Schulman, and a handful of other East Coast coin dealers. Only a few 
collectors attended the sale, John J. Pittman and Gaston DiBello notably among them. Catalogued by the London firm of 
Baldwin’s, great rarities from the Woodin, Earle, Colonel Green, and other famous American collections were often placed in 
group lots, i.e. a 1913 Liberty Head nickel and a number of pattern United States gold coins. Upon request, the 1913 nickel, 
“extra fine and very rare,” was removed from the parent lot of 149 pieces and was purchased by Sol Kaplan for $1,300. Lot 
185, a group of seventeen double eagles, included the 1933 although it was withdrawn before the auction. Lots 1434-1470, 
ancient Greek, Roman and Byzantine coins, were also withdrawn from the sale as were a number of other lots scattered 
throughout the catalogue. The onerous financial requirements imposed by the Egyptian Government and reported dealer 
collusion appears to have stifled widespread competition and many bargains were to be had by those brave enough to venture 
to Cairo. Important in many numismatic areas, Sotheby’s termed the collection “the most complete one of modern coins ever 
formed.” It contained “8,500 coins and medals in gold, and 160 in platinum,” including ancient Roman gold bars, various 
European gold rarities, Brazilian gold bars, Russian twelve and six rouble coins in platinum, etc. Hans Schulman was a busy 
bidder in the platinum coin section, lots 1471-1568, and throughout the catalogue for that matter, no doubt endeavoring 
to buy enough coins at the sale to cover the very large amount owed by the Egyptian government for unpaid invoices of 
coins previously sold by him to the king. Other active buyers at the sale included Spink, Baldwin, Bourgey, J. Schulman, 
Jacobaeci, Kosoff, Schermerhorn, Vinchon, Storck, Pittman, Kaplan, Randall, DiBello, Wittlin, Kress, Ganagé, Kaplan, and 
others. The superb coins and the singular circumstances surrounding this sale have combined to make it one of the most 
famous numismatic auctions of all time. The eccentricities of its owner were perhaps exceeded only by the way in which the 
collection was dispersed. While much of the intrigue in Cairo may never be known, this example of the sale catalogue, along 
with Kosoff’s series of articles, provides a rare glimpse into the details of this truly memorable event. 
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Stack’s: A Family Coin Business

On Friday afternoon, October 18th, 1935, an 1810 Austrian silver medal celebrating the marriage 
of Emperor Francis I to Princess Caroline of Bavaria was sold for $1.50 as lot number 1 in New York 
City by a new auction company. For two years, Stack’s had sold coins over the counter at their retail 
store at 690 6th Avenue in New York City. Now they were embarking on a new venture, one that 
would eventually make them the longest running coin auction firm run by one family in the history 
of American numismatics. 

The country was still in the midst of a great depression, yet the Stack’s family decided that 1935 
was a good time to start a coin auction business. Originally, three members of the family were 
involved in the company, Joseph, Morton, and Shirley Stack. They had been running advertisements 
in numismatic publications and planning how to grow their coin store into something more than 
just a retail outlet for coins. 

The family would now move on with growth and innovation, first by conducting frequent 
auction sales, then with participation in numismatic organizations on a national scale. 1935 was the 
year of their first auction, a small but varied grouping of foreign and U. S. coins, followed the next 
year by additional sales and by Joseph’s help in calling the American Numismatic Association sale 
at their yearly convention. This small involvement on the national scene would grow over the next 
seven decades, to a point where virtually all aspects of the coin hobby would benefit from Stack’s 
advocacy of coin collecting and coin collectors.

By 1938, the Stacks were rapidly building their reputation of handling fine collections of coins 
and they found it advantageous to vacate their original location at 690 6th Avenue and move to 
32 West 46th Street in New York City. In a departure from their normal small format catalogs, the 
January, 1938 catalogue of the Reinhold Faelton collection was issued in large format. Just as W. 
Elliot Woodward, Edward Cogan, Henry & S. H. Chapman, and B. Max Mehl had done on occasion, 
they issued a large sized catalogue, with 27 pages of plates to depict the impressive collection of 
ancient coins they were selling for their client. While this may have escaped the attention of many of 
today’s numismatists, it showed a deep respect for the coin business in this country—an enterprise 
that was only eighty years old when this collection was sold. Edward Cogan, the father of American 
numismatic coin dealers, had held his first sale in October of 1858. 

In the following year, Stack’s would initiate a tradition that has put them in the forefront of the 
coin auction business to this day: they judiciously starting selling numismatic estates and collections 
over a period of years, in a number of sales. The first estate to benefit from this measured method 
of dispersal belonged to a collector not unknown in the hobby. David Proskey was one of the most 
respected dealers of the nineteenth and early twentieth centuries. In the decades that ensued, Stack’s 
became known for selling many other great collections in more than one auction and, conversely, 
for helping to build some of the most important collections in numismatic history. 

By the 1940s, Shirley had left the company and brothers Joseph and Morton began to lay the 
foundation as a firm concerned with numismatic education. In June, 1943, Numismatic Review, 
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subtitled “A Scientific Digest Pertaining to Coins, Medals and Paper Money,’ first appeared. The 
Stack brothers were the publishers but the staff was comprised of some of the best known and most 
knowledgeable coin experts of the day. The editor was Thomas Olive Mabbott; his associate was 
Hans Holzer; and the board of advisors numbered twenty six experts in varied fields. Some of the 
names still recognizable today in numismatics are: Lenox Lohr, B. Morgenthau, Howard Newcomb, 
Adra Newell, Paul Pennington, A. F. Pradeau, Jacob Spiro, and Carl Wiirtzbach. Sixteen numbers 
later, publication in this format would end with the April-October, 1947 issue. Mabbott was still 
at the helm, aided by Harry J. Stein, Edmund W. May, Frederick Knobloch, Marian Hanna Winter, 
Cornelius C. Vermeule, III, and others, augmented by twenty three various experts. 

During this period, Joseph and Morton Stack also added to their numismatic educational 
endeavors by publishing specialized books in the field of numismatics, including what was to 
become the standard work on middle and late date large cents for decades, U.S. Cents 1816-1857, 
by Howard R. Newcomb, another advisor to Numismatic Review.

Early on, in the 1940s, the store became a meeting place—really a club—where collectors and 
dealers congregated to talk about coins. To accommodate this activity, the company moved in 1943 
a few doors away to 12 West 46th St. Here, a room, approximately 300 square feet, was set aside to 
house the ever-growing library. This relocation to larger facilities also set the stage for the series of 
truly important collections of coins that Stack’s would become famous for selling at auction. The 
extremely impressive Col. James W. Flanagan collection of United States gold coins was offered 
in March, 1944. A notable event took place, the effects of which still ripple through American 
numismatics. It was during this sale that the federal government confiscated a 1933 Double Eagle 
being offered as the last lot in the Flanagan auction. The controversy is still in the news, and litigation 
pertaining to the legality of owning specimens of the coin rages on. 

The 1940s were just the beginning of a series of important collections sold by Stack’s. In 
December 1944 Stack’s would sell the J. F. Bell Collection, another U. S. gold coin auction that is 
still regarded as one of the most complete and highest grade collections ever sold (J. F. Bell was a 
pseudonym for Jacob Shapiro of Chicago). Some other important sales of the decade were those of 
George H. Hall, E. M. Wharton, Charles H. Deetz, H. R. Lee (duplicates from the Louis E. Eliasberg 
collection), Theodore Grand, and Walter Garrabrant. 

During this period Stack’s was also working behind the scenes to help Louis Eliasberg assemble 

the only complete date and mint-mark collection of United States coins in history. It was Stack’s who 
provided Mr. Eliasberg the opportunity to purchase the Clapp family holdings, a largely complete 
collection of United States coins. Some idea of its scope can be seen in the incredible 1947 Stack’s 
sale comprised of Eliasberg’s duplicates generated by the transaction. 
In 1945, Joseph’s sons, Norman and Benjamin, joined the company, followed two years later by 
Morton’s son, Harvey. Each second generation member of the Stack’s firm was given defined 
responsibilities designed to advance the previous generation’s goal of building a numismatic auction 
business second to none, and to continue the tradition of building friendships and collections that 
would continue for generations to come. In 1941 and thereafter as a boy, Harvey recalls spending 
weekends at the office sorting Indian Head cents in his knickers. 

In the next ten years, the firm would handle some of the most important gold coin properties ever 
to trade hands in numismatic history. Most of these activities, however, were done behind the scenes 
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and did not become publicly known for years. First, the Stacks acquired the Col. Green collection of 
gold coins from his estate, the best specimens of which were sold to King Farouk of Egypt. Later they 
purchased most of the C. T. Weihman collection of U. S. Gold (many specimens of which originally 
came from the Col. Green acquisition and the Bell Sale), and finally they bought most of the Anderson- 
Dupont gold collection. These coins were placed in private collections some going to Eliasberg, some 
to Josiah K. Lilly, Jr., the remaining coins to valued customers all over the world. The Lilly collection, 
with its 1822 Half Eagle and Brasher gold, along with the rest of this nearly complete collection of all 
forms of gold coinage became part of the Smithsonian Institution collection in 1967. 

Also in the 1940s, Stack’s employed a teenager for a few years who among other duties prepared 
some of their fixed price lists. His name was John Jay Ford, Jr. His remarkable collection was sold 
by Stack’s in a series of twenty three sales, from 2003 to 2007. This is currently the most valuable 
collection of coins, tokens, medals and numismatic literature ever sold. 

The 1950s would bring even more change to the firm. A foreign coin subsidiary, known as Coin 
Galleries, held its first sale on October 23rd, 1954 at 41 West 57th Street, located just down the 
street from its principal’s new location at 123 West 57th Street. In 1957, Coin Galleries moved to the 
same address, on the floor above the parent business. Stack’s readied itself for additional growth, 
starting with sales of the collections of Louis Kaufman and Clifford T. Weihman and, by the middle 
of the decade, four sales comprised of two very important collections. Both the Davis-Graves and 
Anderson-Dupont collections were sold in 1954. The former collection featured an 1804 Dollar, the 
first to be sold by Stack’s at auction; the latter contained an almost complete collection of United 
States coins, from half cents to silver dollars. The decade rolled on with sales of important collections 
including those formed by Clifford Smith, Farish Baldenhofer, Lenox Lohr, C. A. Cass (Empire), and 
Robert Pelletreau. 


Numismatic works from many famous collectors 
and other sources found their way into the Stack’s library... 


When the firm moved to West 57th street, the library accompanied it. From the earliest years 
and, for years to come, the family endeavored to buy not only coin collections but the numismatic 
libraries that often were a key part of them. Any useful reference works not in the library were added 
to it and the nicer copy was retained when it was a duplicate. The story does not stop there. The 
spare copies generated by this process were used to promote numismatics. Serious collectors were 
often given works useful to them and the libraries of the Smithsonian Institution, the American 
Numismatic Society, and the American Numismatic Association, among others, were augmented 
through the generosity of the Stack family. Numismatic works from many famous collectors and 
other sources found their way into the Stack’s library, a number of which are offered in the present 
catalogue. The roster includes names such as Proskey, Gies, Clapp, Hines, Garrabrant, Feldman, and 
Foreman, to name but a few. 

By now, the library no longer could be housed in a single room. Handsomely crafted antique 
wooden bookcases with glass doors were cleverly adapted in 1955 to fit against a wall in what came 
to be called the “back office.” The American portion of the library was now shelved here for easy 
reference when cataloguing, and works on other numismatic topics were housed elsewhere, many 
migrating upstairs when Coin Galleries moved there a few years later. Harvey and Norman reigned 
supreme in the “back office,” seated there face-to-face at a large partners’ desk so they could work 
together. Over the ensuing years, Norman catalogued hundreds of thousands of coins for auction 
while Harvey was similarly absorbed in that and other aspects of the firm’s business. When Norman 
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passed away in 1992, the office remained the same. Harvey would meet with visitors there and staff 
members would sometimes work on Norman’s side of the desk, but the room in 2009 was virtually 
identical to the way it was when Norman catalogued his last coin in his forty-sixth year with the 
firm, when he was only 64 years of age. 

By the 1960s, five members of the family were deeply involved in an auction business that was 

growing in stature and importance. Under the Coin Galleries banner, Numismatic Review was reborn 
in January of 1960, This time, though it usually contained short articles on various numismatic 
topics, the publication was mainly a vehicle to sell foreign and ancient coins. In the first year of the 
decade, Stack’s would conduct two important named sales: the Milton Holmes and the Fairbanks 
Collection. The Fairbanks collection featured another 1804 Dollar. As the decade continued so 
did major named sales: Samuel Wolfson (with yet a third appearance of an 1804 Dollar), George 
Walton, Conway Bolt, Maurice Bauman, and Charles Jay. The decade culminated with the R .L. 
Miles collection, a fabulous offering of U. S. coinage. 
During this decade, the firm’s reputation and influence reached new heights. Among the growing 
Stack’s staff were some of the most knowledgeable people in the field of numismatics. With the help 
of the Stack’s family, two fine numismatists, Elvira and Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli took their skills to 
another level, moving from Stack’s to become co-curators of the National Numismatic Collection 
housed in the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, D. C. In no small part, the Clain-Stefanellis 
helped build the collection into one of the finest in the world. It should be mentioned that Stack’s 
family have been major benefactors of the Smithsonian for years. An example of their generosity 
is the donation of the unique 1794 Proof Dollar struck in Copper. Much more could be written 
about the many gifts and unwavering support given to numismatic museums and organizations by 
the family. While at Stack’s in the 1950s, Elvira, assisted by Vladimir, began compiling her ground- 
breaking Select Numismatic Bibliography, published by the firm in 1965 and based in part on their 
numismatic reference library. It culminated in 1985 with her monumental Numismatic Bibliography, 
comprised of over 18,000 listings “deemed basic and of interest to most readers.” 


The 1970s brought even more important named sales and a 
transfer of the firm into the strong hands of the second generation 


The 1970s brought even more important named sales and a transfer of the firm into the strong 
hands of the second generation. While all family members helped in virtually all aspects of the 
company, Norman became the main cataloguer of the firm’s sales. Harvey oversaw logistics and 
Benjamin was, along with his brother, more involved with behind the scenes customer support. 

In October of 1970, the sale of properties from the Massachusetts Historical Society provided 
the firm an opportunity to sell another 1804 Dollar. This would be the first of a number of sales of 
material from this venerable institution. The following year the firm would hold its third A .N. A. 
convention sale, its first since 1939 and 1940. Other named sales of this decade would include: Nate 
& Ruth Shapero, Alfred R. Globus (one of many for this family), Winner Delp, Reed Hawn (the first 
of many extremely important sales of his collections), Donald Groves, James A. Stack (not a member 
of the family), David Spence, E. Yale Clarke, Ellis Robison, and Johns Hopkins University. This last 
sale remains extremely important, though it is sometimes overshadowed by the four Bowers and 
Ruddy auctions which took place several years thereafter. 


In 1976, Stack’s handled their fourth A. N. A. convention sale. This sale is considered by many 
to have offered the most important group of coins ever to appear in an American Numismatic 
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Association auction. It was also in this decade that the third generation established themselves in the 
family business. Lawrence and then Susan Stack, the children of Harvey, would assume positions of 
importance within the firm, just as their father and uncles had done years earlier. From 1979 until 
1990, four numismatic auction houses joined to create a remarkable annual public auction sale 
limited to 2000 lots. Stack’s, Superior, Paramount ,and Rarcoa each contributed 500 lots of some of 
the rarest and most important coins to be sold during these twelve years. Only Stack’s is still in the 
numismatic auction business today. 

1980 brought yet more named auctions. Stack’s sales of the Ellis Robison Collection were 
followed by such collections as those formed by John L. Roper 2nd, Richard Picker (the very well 
known colonial coin dealer), J. Pierpont Morgan, Floyd Starr, Jimmy Hayes (whose type collection 
was part of Stack’s 50th anniversary sales), James and Margaret Carter, Herman Halpern, Corrado 
Romano (a long time coin dealer from New England), Herbert Oechsner, Gilbert Steinberg, more 
James A. Stack coins, and L. R. French Jr. Although these collections contained some of the most 
important coins ever sold, it was the 1984 sale of the particularly notable Amon Carter Jr. collection 
that marked a departure from a firm tradition. 

Credit for cataloguing had never been given to an individual family member or employee in a 
Stack’s catalogue. In rare cases, when famous specialists had been called in to help write a catalogue, 
their participation would be noted. For example, the name of the author of Early American Cents, 
and Penny Whimsy, Dr. William H. Sheldon, appears in the famous sale catalogue of the Anderson- 
Dupont large cents. Long-time chief cataloguer Norman Stack felt justly proud of his cataloguing 
of the Carter sale, sufficiently so that, for the first time, his name as cataloguer appears in print. The 
Amon Carter, Jr. Sale included, yes, another 1804 silver dollar, yet few remember the significance of 
Norman Stack’s description of the uncirculated 1794 silver dollar in the sale. Norman believed that 
this coin was probably the first coin struck of this first year of silver dollar coinage. Today, we know 
this coin as the Carter-Contursi 1794 silver dollar and it is almost universally believed to be the first 
struck 1794 silver dollar. Few seem to remember that it was Norman Stack who first brought the 
matter to their attention.

By the end of this decade, Stack’s was moving strongly into the hands of third generation members 
Lawrence and Susan Stack. Yet Harvey Stack was not disappearing from the scene. He would continue 
to influence the numismatic world by his involvement in endeavors such as promotion of the State 
Quarter Program and support of the American Numismatic Society’s annual Coinage of Americas 
Conference. These activities mostly took place in Harvey’s office, surrounded by the library that had 
been started by the first generation of Stack’s and added to until its dispersal in the present sale. The 
publications gathered over the years formed a detailed reference library indispensable to the firm’s 
business. A new generation did not in any way change goals established in the early years. Education, 
club involvement, and important named auction sales continued without missing a beat. 

The 1990s allowed Stack’s to continue the traditions. Recognizable names from the past joined 
new ones, some to continue through and beyond the decade. Among established names were those 
of James A. Stack, Gilbert Steinberg, Herman Halpern, Floyd Starr, Alfred Globus, and Reed Hawn. 
New named collections included those of Edward Milas (a well known Chicago dealer and principal 
of the coin firm Rarcoa), David Queller, Allen Lovejoy, and two John Whitney Walter sales, one 
comprising important Roman coins, the other being a specialized collection of U. S. 1796 coinage. 
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The latter caused Mr. Walter to become known as “Mr. 1796”. Special auctions, termed Americana 
sales, were one of Lawrence Stack’s innovations. They featured coins, medals, tokens, and currency 
of the American colonial era. These sales have continued on an annual basis, usually taking place in 
January of each year. 

In some ways, the current decade has been the most exciting for the auction house. Lawrence 
Stack, with the help of his father, has ably taken charge of the day to day activities of the firm. The 
lessons learned from two generations as an auction house were utilized and adapted in new ways to 
insure the best results for both seller and buyer in the present era. Few outside the Stack’s auction 
house realize the extent of his contributions in adding to the recent success of the firm. Likewise, the 
behind-the-scenes handling of many of the business aspects of the firm have been achieved without 
fanfare but with great skill by Harvey’s daughter, Susan Stack. 

Many great collections of coins have been sold since 2000. Some of the name sales include: 
George Perkins, Cornelius C. Vermeule, III (who was first associated with Stack’s as an assistant 
editor of Numismatic Review in 1940, and who went on to build a memorable reputation as an 
educator and author), Albert Globus, the Hain Family, George “Buddy” Byers, the American Nu- 
mismatic Society, John W. Adams, and Lawrence R. Stack who, like several earlier family members, 
formed fine coin collections.

Three important auction events in the current decade have capped the truly amazing series of 
sales conducted by the 75 year old firm. Larry Stack personally negotiated the details of the first 
two, which were held in conjunction with Sotheby’s in 2001 and 2002. Beginning with a collection 
known as the Dallas Bank Collection, this sale of the H. Jeff Browning collection contained an 
excellent collection of U. S. gold coins, yet it was the double eagle section that made the sale the most 
memorable. Complete from 1850 until 1932, it included two of the most difficult coins to obtain: 
the 1907 Ultra High Relief and the 1861 Paquet Reverse from the Philadelphia Mint, the latter being 
one of only two known. The following year, the missing coin from the double eagle series, the fabled 
1933, was offered in a single lot auction. In a packed auction room at Sotheby’s, the coin established 
a world record for any coin of $7,590,020. The $20 figure of the price was represented by a twenty 
dollar bill handed to the U. S. government by the auction house at the end of the sale to legalize the 
coin, since the government recognizes it as the only 1933 double eagle anyone is legally authorized 
to own. A document confirming this was especially printed by the Bureau of Printing and Engraving 
and given to the mysterious buyer of the coin, who remains anonymous still. 

The third event, mentioned earlier, was the sale of the John J. Ford, Jr. collections, actually a 
series of twenty-three auction sales, twenty-one conducted by Stack’s and two conducted by Stack’s 
in association with George Frederick Kolbe. Ford’s collections contained no regular issue United 
States coins, but just about everything else related to American coins, tokens, medals and currency 
was included, resulting in a record prices realized of over fifty-eight million dollars. These sales 
took place between October, 2003 and October, 2007. It is also worthy of mention that Stack’s 
has received more awards from the Numismatic Literary Guild for the excellence of their auction 
catalogues than any other firm in America. 

A remarkable aspect of this 75 year old firm is the roster of numismatists who were not related 
by birth but who, in many ways, were an integral part of the Stack family over three generations. 
Included in this Who’s Who of American numismatics are John Ford, Walter Breen, Cornelius 
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Vermeule, Elvira and Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli, Henry Grunthal, Hans Holzer, James Risk, Michael 
Druck, Carl Carlson, Martin Gengerke, David Alexander, Robert Archer, Mitchell Battino, Jan Eric 
Blamberg, John P. Burnham, Robert Entlich, Scott Mitchell, Tom Panichella, Thomas Tesoriero, Bruce 
Hagen, Vicken Yegparian, and Michael Hodder. Hodder is a contractual consultant to Stack’s and, 
as such, only catalogued selected sales. Most notably, he was responsible for many of the Americana 
sales and, most importantly, for the series of John J. Ford, Jr. Sales. Other experts who, like William 
Sheldon, have helped Stack’s enhance the presentation of their award winning auction catalogues 
include George Fuld (Washingtonia) and C. Douglas Smith, Jules Reiver, and Dennis Loring, 
who collaborated on the Starr large cents.

Sometimes overlooked is the scope of items in the numismatic field handled by Stack’s over the 
years not included in their over 800 auction sales. Important private sales included Col. Green’s 
gold, the Anderson-Dupont gold, and R. E. “Ted “ Naftzger’s large cent collection. Even less known 
are some of the single items or special sets they have sold at fixed prices, including the Col. North 
1907 and 1908 Saint Gaudens gold set, which included the two ultra high relief double eagles, one 
of which was the unique plain edge coin. Other examples include the proof 1855 Kellogg & Co. 
Fifty Dollar Proof Gold piece, the Yale University specimen of the Brasher Doubloon, and the King 
of Siam 1834 presentation proof set containing an original 1804 dollar and 1804 plain 4 eagle. Par- 
ticularly notable is the John J. Ford Jr. collection of Nova Consellatio patterns, the four coin set 
containing three unique patterns for the proposed first coinage of United States coinage. For many 
of these items, Stack’s prepared beautiful descriptive brochures, explaining the history and impor- 
tance of the items offered to the numismatic community. 

With the sale of the Stack Family library, others will now be able to treasure and use the same 
books, catalogues, and periodicals that helped build the numismatic hobby to the heights it has 
grown through the unstinting efforts of a visionary family over three quarters of a century. Thanks 
are due Harvey Stack, for reviewing this overview and for providing useful suggestions and additions 
incorporated herein.

Rather modestly 
produced for the most part, these early fixed price lists are not without interest. List 9 offers 271 “U. S. Large Cents From 
1793 to 1857 With Important Die Varieties”; list 14 features 831 “U. S. Large Cents From 1793 to 1857 With Important Die 
Varieties From the A. C. Gies Collection”; and list 27 comprises a “Complete Collection of U.S. Half Dollars Including All 
Rarities” and a “Fine and Choice Collection of New York Merchants Tokens.” The latter two collections were catalogued 
by teenaged numismatic tyro John J. Ford, Jr. Both exhibit a penchant for detail that would later propel him to the front 
ranks of commercial American numismatics. Described as “the ‘large cents’ of the U. S. Silver series,” the collection of 
half dollars featured “selections from the Gies, Beistle, Proskey and other important sources.” The important store card 
collection of F. C. C. Boyd is well catalogued, with interesting comments and an eloquent if occasionally awkward proem: 
“Probably no series in the entire category of American coins and medals has been as seriously neglected as that of the 
‘Store Cards’ or “Merchants Tokens. Our earliest coins have been carefully treated by able hands, the regular issues of our 
mint described ad nauseum with a minuteness of detail bordering on the absurd, yet the most historical of all American 
coins have been generally neglected. These despised bits of copper, brass and white metal, occupy a place in the history 
of our growth and national progress by no means to be despised. They chronicle in indelible characters and preserve a 
lasting record of many of our earlier business houses and places of public resort, long since passed away, and this fact 
alone, should entitle them to a marked degree of respect. In regard to the above statements we can only state that they 
are literally the same thoughts as were expressed by such famous American numismatists as Henry Chapman, T. L. Elder, 
Howland Wood, David Proskey, and earlier, McCoy, Mickley, Betts, Bushnell, Levick, Wright, Woodward, and many, many 
others.” Probably the best catalogue written by Ford before joining the Army the following year. It is clear, even this early 
in his career, that he had read, and digested, more numismatic books than most dealers twice his age, and that his thirst 
for knowledge continued unabated. The final section of the price list is comprised of a sophisticated list of numismatic 
books wanted “for our own private library, and for several of our clientele.”

Adams page 106: “Early in his career (1881), Steigerwalt claims to have amassed a mailing list of over one thousand names. 
Perhaps so, but present availability of catalogs would suggest either much lower emissions or extraordinarily poor survival. 
Whichever, there’s darned little Steigerwalt material to go around nowadays. Given the man’s great interest in such specialties 
as colonial paper and large cents, not to mention his expertise overall, the time spent building a file on Charlie Steigerwalt is 
amply rewarded.” Sale 2A, a folded slightly dusty broadsheet dated July 22, 1881 and changed in pencil to August 5, comprises 
a Catalogue of a Fine Collection of Continental and Colonial Paper Money. It is the first example we recall having encountered. 
Sales 6, 15, 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, & 22 appear to be Steigerwalt’s bid books. Absentee bids are recorded in each catalogue in black 
ink, as are the prices realized but not the buyers’ names. Presumably Steigerwalt left that detail to the auction house that 
would have invoiced floor bidders. Occasional pencil notes may identify some floor buyers. In the June 13, 1882 Rohrer sale, 
lots 1 & 6, choice 1793 chain and liberty cap cents, sold for $32.75 and $13.10 respectively. In the first instance, absentee 
bidder Wuest won the lot below his $35.00 limit. Borden’s $13.00 bid, however, was topped by a thrifty floor bidder at $13.10. 
Haseltine, apparently unable to attend the sale in person, won a second choice chain cent in the sale for $13.75 on a $15.00 
bid. Steigerwalt appears to have generally entered only the high absentee bid. Some lots, of course, were not bid on before 
the sale. Generally, one commission bid is recorded, sometimes two or three. Occasional numismatic nuggets include the 
notation that the American colonial coins featured in the June 18, 1884 sale belonged to “Greany.” The consignments of 
Confederate paper currency featured in several catalogues sometimes sold for considerably less than the limits of bidders 
such as Hopkins, Palmer, and Haines. A partial listing of some of the absentee participants active in these annotated sale 
catalogues, not previously noted, include Ramsden, Ahlborn, Borden, Gies, Greany, Brasher, Enders, Patterson, Ritter, Straus, 
Whittemore, Weeks, Fancher, Jones, Chas.

Deluxe Leatherbound Edition. Very rare. Unrecorded in Davis; only a reproduction was included in the 1994-1995 Bowers 
and Merena sales. The third example we have sold over the years and the first one bound in full morocco with note borders 
printed in green. The last copy we handled was in plain card covers with album leaves printed in black, and the prior one 
was bound in black half morocco with the album leaves printed in black on blue stock. Both of these earlier examples 
featured a total of only 44 album leaves. The work’s raison d’étre is stated on the leaf following the title: “A desire to afford 
Collectors of Confederate Currency a tasteful repository for their Notes, and at the same time furnish them an accurate 
and exhaustive description of the varieties comprising a full set, has resulted in this Album, which is respectively dedicated 
to them.” The text describes in great detail the 88 notes comprising a set. A $1000 Montgomery note appears to have been 
once present in the present volume, among many others that have left tiny traces of their backs from having been tipped 
in. The pencil and ink annotations often present include descriptions of note design, sometimes including the date of 
issue, engraver, serial number, paper specifics, and other remarks, such as references to Lee’s work on the topic, numbers 
issued, interest rate, redemption date, etc. Occasionally, notes were once tipped in on the album leaf versos, including a 
counterfeit note. Later in the album a typewritten legend appears within the green borders of one of the added printed 
album leaves: “The six designs following were prepared in England and were to be used as backs for Confederate notes. 
They were captured on a Blockade runner by the Federal Government and therefore never used. These prints are from 
the original plates.” Towards the end of the album, leaves have been adapted to accommodate “Ist Issue of Greenbacks,” 
North Carolina notes, colonial, and other notes. A unique and most interesting example of this charming album, rarely 
available in any of its various iterations.

A fine example of this rare and most important catalogue; one of only a half dozen or so plated examples to come to 
market in the past three decades. Three of the plates depict choice early date large cents; three illustrate early silver coins 
in superb condition; and the final plate is devoted to early United States gold coins. In a July 1962 Numismatist article, Jack 
W. Ogilvie observed that Granberg “possessed one of the most outstanding collections in America.” In 1913, B. Max Mehl 
sold important selections from his collection, including 1884 & 1885 trade dollars and the Idler 1804 dollar; additional 
Granberg coins were sold in two 1919 Mehl sales. Pete Smith observes in American Numismatic Biographies, that the 
“remainder of his collection was sold piecemeal to Woodin, Raymond and others.” This shotgun method of dispersal has 
deprived Granberg of much acclaim, though anyone perusing an illustrated example of this 1915 catalogue can scarcely 
disagree with Ogilvie’s assessment of his numismatic prowess.

This work 
comprises a complete record, distilled from the Congressional Record, of all Government reports and documents relating 
to American finance, of which coinage is treated as an integral part. In addition to the many reports relating to the 


Mint, also included are reports relating to the paper currency of the period. An indispensable tool for those interested in 
conducting serious research in the field of American numismatics.

A clear, rich impression of this finely detailed view of the facade of the 
first Philadelphia Mint building. Joel Orosz and Len Augsburger have been 
collaborating on a book focusing on Frank H. Stewart’s involvement with the 
first Philadelphia Mint, Pictures of the First United States Mint: The Numismatic 
Legacy of Frank H. Stewart, which will be available in mid-2010. As part of 
their research, they have sought pictorial representations of the first Mint. The 
authors-to-be have examined this photograph, and offered the following com- 
mentary: “As part of our research for Pictures of the First United States Mint, 
we have been, since 2006, intensively seeking drawings, paintings, engravings 
and photographs that depict the first Mint of the United States, which was 
in operation from 1792 to 1833 on North Seventh Street in Philadelphia. 
After extensive research in archival repositories, among numismatic literature 
collectors, and within numismatic and popular publications, we have found a 
total of 21 separate and distinct photographic images of the Front Building, 
which was the largest of the first Mint’s structures. Of these 21, which range in 
date from 1854 to 1911, only 8 were previously known as photographic images, 
with the other 13 known only as low-quality halftone reproductions published 
in newspapers and magazines. The photograph in the Stack Family Library raises the number of known photographic 
images to 9. This image was published only one time of which we are aware, as a halftone on the cover of Frank Spadone’s 
obscure and long-defunct The Flying Eaglet Coin Journal, Vol. 3, No. 5, for September, 1957. The photograph is clearly the 
original from which the halftone was produced for The Flying Eaglet. Among the 9 photographic images, only 6 are actual 
photographic prints (the other 3 being photo lithographic postcard reproductions), and of the 6 photographic prints, 3 
are known only in institutional collections, thus making this one of 3 photographs printed from an original negative that 
a collector may hope to own. The earliest is an 1854 photograph by Frederick Richards that was published in 1868 in The 
American Journal of Numismatics, while the most recent is a photograph of the Front building with the words “Ye Olde 
Mint” painted on its facade, taken at the behest of Frank H. Stewart in 1909. The present photograph is quite similar 
(but not identical) to a photograph taken by R. Newell in about 1898, which means that it is one of 4 surviving images 
(and 2 photographic prints), taken of the Front Building prior to the 20th century. We know of no other print of this 
photograph, and we have not been able to find an original negative for this, or for any other, photograph of the first United 
States Mint.”

The Banco de la Republica 
was thus created, taking over paper money production and introducing notes denominated in pesos oro. The first were 
provisional issues, overprinted on earlier notes of the Casa de Moneda de Medellin. Regular issues followed for 1, 2, 5, 
10, 50, 100, and 500 pesos oro. Jefferson was involved in establishing methodology for day to day operations and the 
organization of the bank, extending to the format and design of bank notes. The volume at hand is comprised of proof 
impressions of American Bank Note Company designs for the 1923 notes, all dated 20 de Julio de 1923, confirming 
adoption of the gold standard by the Colombian government. Serial numbers are printed in red, seven zeroes on the first 
four notes, six on the last three. The notes themselves appear to match those actually issued though some may be printed 
in different colors. A unique and most significant volume.

(1,000.00) 
Born in 1913 into a numismatic dynasty, Hans Maurice Frederick Schulman was schooled in the Netherlands, later 
studied at the Sorbonne, and rather involuntarily emigrated to the United States before the war, barely a step ahead of the 
Nazis. Fluent in five languages and no less in female assignations, he managed to find time to form a major numismatic 
enterprise in New York City, where be became allied, early on, with the principals of Numismatic Gallery and, even more 
propitiously, the Stack family. A shared fluency and the ability to conduct business in several languages made him the 
favored agent of King Farouk, not only to his benefit but to that of the American coin trade in general and Stack’s in 
particular. Schulman was a founding member of both the Professional Numismatic Guild and the International Association 
of Professional Numismatists. The New York Schulman auction sale catalogues cover the numismatic spectrum. Odd 
and curious monies, countermarked/counterstamped coins, numismatic literature, shipwreck coins, mainstream ancient 
Greek, Roman, and Byzantine coins, Latin American rarities, and the full range of medieval and modern foreign coins 
and medals, all—including the more than occasional piece of dubious authenticity—were within his purview. The great 
majority of the truly notable Schulman sales are present here, including: 1950 King Farouk sale; 1957 Menjou/Ferguson;

Schulman dedicated the catalogue “to the 
living memory of his devoted father, whose whereabouts have been shrouded in mystery ever since brutal aggressors 
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violated the Netherlands back in 1940.” The catalogue itself is not without numismatic interest, including three United 
States gold and silver bars, one described as a “Small gold and silver bar made in Arizona. Obv. S(ilver) 085 G(old) 07; 
Rx. OZ 085. 1 “4x'2”. Very fine. 115.00.” Also featured are rare territorial gold coins, “supplied through the courtesy of 
the Numismatic Gallery” and including an “Unpublished California Gold Bar of Hentsch & Berton.” Later on is “A new 
selection from Dr. Courteau’s Cabinet.” The catalogue concludes with Howard Gibbs’ “Complete Register.” It is amusing 
to note that the “unpublished” $7.16 Hentsch & Berton bar had in fact been published and depicted three years earlier 
by none other than the named recipient of the volume at hand (Unpublished California Goldbars of Hentsch & Berton by 
Joseph.

There is cruel humor and more than a little irony in S. Leigh Sotheby’s trumpeting of provenances 
in the above title, as it was the auction firm’s gross negligence during earlier lot viewings that added to the magnificence 
of Durrant’s nimble-fingered “exceedingly choice” collection, “formed with great judgment and indefatigable zeal during 
the last forty years” at the aforenamed sales.
